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Karl Goetz, medalist: 

His Place Within the History of Art

No artist creates in a vacuum, unaware and uninfluenced by the artistic 
temperament before and around him. Yet one finds little mention of Karl 
Goetz, the early twentieth century German medalist, as being a part of the 
artistic emotions of his time. He is most often considered by numismatists as a 
man of talent and/or satire, yet a medalist whose subjects are apart from the 
usual stream of portraiture and historic allegory. The numismatist may speak 
of the historical events to which Goetz points and which tell of his subject, 
but somehow, the artistic content becomes lost in the often long historical 
explanation. One becomes enmeshed in a description of the battles and the 
politics. The reader is left without a word concerning the freedom and revolt 
of the art work itself. Nor is any question posed or answered concerning the 
philosophy of the art community in which Goetz lived.

If one looks at Karl Goetz as an artist 
working with his chosen art media, then 
one must consider the other artistic 
productions being created at the same 
time in the same locality. An artist 
designing and preparing the dies for a 
medal to be cast or struck in metal is not 
outside the graphic arts, although his 
end result is of a different material. The 
medalist is confronted with problems 
similar to those of the woodblock artist, 
the etcher or the engraver. Goetz not 
only prepared the drawing for his 
designs, and shaped the plasticine 
models but also worked over the molds 
and dies himself. He had studied engrav- 
ing in Augsburg, and he handled all 
aspects in the preparing of his medals. 1 
As a medalist he was an artist: drawing, 
sculpting, and engraving. Yet, Goetz is 
usually not considered by art historians. 
They fail to mention this man in relation 
to the art movements of his time, though 
one need only look to find the bond of 
similarity between the work of Karl 
Goetz and other contemporary German 
artists. 

His era is that of the German Ex- 
pressionists. One group. Die Brucke(the 
bridge), had been founded in 1905 in 
Dresden and soon included Emil Nolde, 
Max Pechstein, Ernst Ludwig Kirchner, 
Karl Schmidt-Rottluff and Erick Heckel: 
all of whom were significant in the 
German Expressionist movement. In 


that year Goetz was living in Munich but 
he had previously been in school in 
Dresden and surely would have been 
aware of artistic movements there. At 
the beginning of the century he had 
spent five years in Paris, a city then 
playing host to the artistic happenings of 
Edvard Munch, Pablo Picasso and Henri 
Matisse, to name but a few of those who 
were re-aligning basic artistic standards. 
Later the Expressionist artists of Ger- 
many moved to Goetz' home town of 
Munich, and in 1911 a second Ex- 
pressionist dogma was formulated 
there: the Blaue Reiter. 

As an artist working in the near vicinity 
Goetz would have known of the work of 
these men and women. He was a 
member of other Munich art groups 2 
and must have been aware of other 
artists in the city, their work and ex- 
hibitions. Ka'the Kollwitz' weaver series 
etchings had previously awakened many 
in pre-war Germany to the suffering of 
the poor. Her sick and dead mother and 
child prints tore at the very heart of 
wartime Germany. With the end of 
hostilities, younger Expressionists were 
also publishing woodcuts, etchings and 
philosophies via such media as Neue 
Blatter fur Kunst und Dicktung. Ex- 
pressionism was not a "quiet” move- 
ment and Goetz would not have been 
deaf to such reverberations so akin to his 
own concerns. 
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Politically Germany was ready for the 
pictorial feast which Karl Goetz and the 
other German Expressionists were to 
serve. These artists were struggling to 
portray human values and strong 
emotions. The core of their artistic 
endeavor was psychological and the 
emotional struggles and pains of the 
working class were always near at hand 
to provide studies. Artists along with the 
political theorists were decrying the 
establishment. In defiance of the 
prevalence of misery and injustice, both 
the then-current political revolutionists 
and the artists took up the cause of 
universal manhood. “Art for the Volk 
(was) no empty slogan" 3 and the under- 
currents of this era are evident in artistic 
statements. Exaggeration and overstate- 
ment tell of the unspoken hysteria of the 
masses. Boldness and simplification 
reveal the destruction of pre- 
established conventions. The work of 
Goetz as with all Expressionist art was the 
reflection of political thoughts in the 
society from which it sprang. 

Comparing the work of Karl Goetz 
with other Expressionist artists will help 
to show the place of this artist within the 
movement of Expressionism. His work is 
a link between that of Kathe Kollwitz 
and Emil Nolde on one hand and 
George Grosz and Otto Dix on the 
other. 

Goetz' portrait style at times attains 
the vibrating intenseness achieved by 
Kollwitz. Both artists managed to drop 
the veil of aloofness so prevalant in late 
nineteenth and early twentieth century 
portraiture. In both Figures 1 and 2 the 
viewer is confronted with the dynamism 
of the individual himself. The “tea par- 


ty" protective coating has vanished. The 
artist has captured the living spark. 

In composition Goetz was not as 
successful in freeing himself from the 
academic tendencies of the “salon' 
heritage. He approached composition 
as a pictorial problem and his story is 
told in a graphic way. George Grosz, on 
the other hand, managed to force his 
composition to serve in a symbolic 
manner. Size, for example, is indicative 
of importance within the emotional 
state being conveyed. Perspective has 
little place in Grosz' emotional 
bitterness. Asymmetrical composition 
aided him in portraying his discordant 
cry about humanity. Goetz pioneered 
the way for Grosz as far as philosophical 
statement and boldness of theme, but 
he retained the more scholastic 
symmetry in planning his circular com- 
positions. He used this to his advantage, 
however. The observer looks through a 
round “porthole" and is thus protected 
from personally entering within the 
composition, while with Grosz the 
observer is forced to become a part of 
the dance of decay being portrayed. 

Within his statement of satire and 
pathos, Goetz removed himself from 
superficial involvement. He stood apart 
so as to be able to point a finger. He is 
satirical, yet his satire is not meant for 
men in general but for the individual 
responsible for the 'mess' shown, be it a 
President Wilson (Figures 3 and 4) or the 
big-time, rich racketeer (Figure 5). 
Goetz masterfully used his round format 
as a stage where the scene is set apart. 
One is a viewer but not a participant. 
Goetz' pathos is for humanity in general 
and his satire for the 'fool' who has 
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erred. His philosophy is Dickens-like in 
i the concept of the 'good' of the strug- 

gling poor and the ‘bad’ of the wrong 
thinking individual who has caused the 
misery. This 'evil' individual, however, is 
still human, still struggling. 

i 

1 With Goetz' general pictorial style, 

one is given an overview of the entire 
scene not just an individual close-up as 
with Kollwitz. In Goetz' medal “Loss of 
Zepplein L 19" (Figure 6) a group of 
people are refused help and the moral 
statement is made. The people as a 
I group were wronged.

Kollwitz, one collects for the cause! 
Goetz was the molder of mass political 
opinion. He satirically described the 
incident and thus made his statement 
about the morality involved. The 
emotions of the actors in the drama are 
incidental to the implications of the 
drama itself. Goetz' satire is possible 
chiefly because of the 'porthole' 
removal of the viewer. The artist points 
his finger and shames. The viewer 
observes. 

Goetz is best when he speaks through 
pure symbols. The eagle of Germany on 
the reverse of “The Judges of the 
World" (Figure 7) is more human, more 
powerful, more communicative than 
the obverse figures of the Senators. This 
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eagle is more intimate than many of the 
human portraits which Goetz did, such 
as that of General Hermann von Koevess 
(Figure 8). The human rejection dis- 
played by the symbol of the eagle 
becomes the raison d'etre of the whole 
piece. His pathos lies with the general 
masses represented by the symbol. This 
powerful use of symbolism may be seen 
at its height in ''Flanders" (Figure 9). The 
symbol of the snail epitomizes the 
slowness of the pace of battle, the inches 
which go to the winner. The question 
mark on the milestone asks "how many 
kilometers?" Or is it a gravestone? The 
question is answered by a question. The 
snail points to the right field, to the end

of the journey. The dead tree to the left 
becomes a hand and also points; yet, < 

there is no excape here for in every 
direction the way is fenced with posts 
which lean inward and visually bar any 
exit. The statement is for all wars and all 
people. Wartime advances only serve to 
more securely imprison the "victors." 

Karl Goetz' work stands as satirical 
pathos sandwiched between the em- 
pathetic pathos of Kathe Kollwitz and 
Emil Nolde and the severe, cold sardonic 
ethos of George Grosz and Otto Dix. < 

Perhaps one may say that he is the 1 

philosophical "middle-of-the-roader." 

Earlier and more personally, Kathe , 

Kollwitz represented the tragic strength j

Otto Dix and George Grosz stand on 
the top of this ladder. At times it is such a 
precarious position that their work is in 
danger of being thrown off into the 
abyss of caricature and cartooning. Un- 
like Goetz' figures who err but do so in 
the human context, those of Grosz are 
more animal than human. There is no 
hope in their life nor is there possibility 
for change. 'The Prisoner" (Figure 12) 
dreams of his past and the life which 
imprisoned him — - never of a possibility 
for future betterment. He endures 
forever in the boredom of his own 
stupidity. His world is frozen. The con- 
science of "The Robber" (Figure 13) may 
prick him but it never alters him. He 
looks at the world but never sees it. The 
poor and the crippled are always that 
way — always miserable. Nor does one 
see much to admire in the humans 
depicted in "Beautiful Evening in Motz 
Street" (Figure 14). Humanity passes like 
ants in a colony and the movement is 
never ending. This work shows an ex- 
tremely interesting technique in light of 
later artistic milestones. In doing the 
face of the woman on the far left, Grosz 
left the frontal view of the eye as well as 
the profile of the face and as a result she 
lives and moves. Picasso caused a sensa- 
tion when he did this same sort of thing 
in the 1930s, a decade after the Grosz 


work. The male figure leaning on the 
table has the personality of a shifty eyed 
ne'er-do-well because Grosz left the 
double drawing of his eyes and nose in 
several different positions. The fat man 
behind takes on the aspect of a pig 
because of his double profile. Move- 
ment is created as in a motion picture. 
The figures jerk, nod, walk, pulsate, live 
and are as restless as the line which 
delineates them. 

Karl Goetz never went as far as did Dix 
and Grosz in his apparent hatred of the 
human specimen. Never did his 
philosophy reach complete nihilism. 
The events of the war were tragic and 
the men who created them evil, but evil 
remained for Goetz within the human 
domain. He condemned only those 
individuals responsible for what he con- 
sidered wrong. Goetz portrayed 
Clemenceau and Poincare (Figure 15) as 
numb and dumb to the deeds wrought 
by their bad judgement. He seemed to 
feel that their positions should have 
placed th^rn above nationalism and 
revenge. The artist condemned them for 
their human frailities, for their evil 
wrought within the human domain. He 
points his finger and shames both in- 
dividuals, and by this 'stepping-back' he 
protects himself from the nihilism of 
Grosz. There is no possibility for hope in 
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Grosz' work "The Survivor" (Figure 16). 
The war has altered the human race and 
there is no turning back. The end is here. 
The cataclysmic holocaust has happen- 
ed. Life will not continue. Karl Goetz, 
however, never completely entered this 
world with no horizon. Dating from the 
same early 1920s as George Grosz' 
pathetic "Survivors," is Karl Goetz' 
medal "New Hope" (Figure 17). This is

chiefly a looking beyond the horizon, a 
belief in recovery. Even in his tongue-in- 
cheek "Father State" (Figure 18) where 
he mocks the Government's handling of 
the inflation, he turns to portray the 
basic dignity of work. The figure of the 
farmer on the reverse is an heroic one. 
Goetz' technique, though sacastic, tells 
of an inner view to the future. Life may 
be boring BETE-UND-AR-BETE-UND, 4 
but it does go onward. 

So traveled the Expressionists and so 
worked Karl Goetz. For both, the 


cultural climate and its creative fraterni- 
ty would never again gave impetus to an 
artistic outcry equal to that of the Ger- 
man World War 1 era. As the Ex- 
pressionists crystallized the piercing 
scream in paint and print, so Karl Goetz 
captured it in metal. The freedom and 
forcefulness in form and line seen in the 
medallic art of our own day, though 
seen too rarely, reflects a debt owed to 
the forthright and concerned ex- 
pressionism of Karl Goetz, a distinguish- 
ed artist of his time.

This is being written February 11, a week before the ANA 
board meets to whittle down the list of applicants for ANA 
bourse tables at ANA's New York City convention to fit the 
number of tables the bourse room can accommodate and still 
pass the fire inspector's eagle eye.

And that's about the number of different suggestions I've 
received for allotting bourse tables ... everything from auc- 
tioning the tables to the highest bidders (a plan which I'd veto 
immediately) to several plans for “point” systems. 

So many points for length of time in business, capitalization, annual sales dollar 
volume, advertising in The Numismatist , contributions to ANA or ANACS, contribu- 
tion to numismatics in general, the quality of material brought to the ANA 
convention, honesty, and numismatic knowledge ... not, of course, in that order. 

Undisclosed whizzing of coins when advertised by a person seeking a bourse table, 
I can promise, would earn no “brownie points” for that applicant! 

■ Believing that an ANA bourse should have a few tables devoted to those “cousins” 
of the generally collected pieces ... such as odd-and-curious, oriental, ancients, etc. ... 
I'd first allot some tables to such “specialty” dealers, regardless of their capitalization, 
dollar volume of sales, etc. ... so long as they're honest. But no more “specialty tables” 
than the buying attendance could be expected to support! 

Then I'd try to find space for two or three deserving young dealers, who might be 
years away from their first million, never had an ANA table before, if they're honest, 
knowledgeable, and would bring nice material, something different than the coins 
the schoolboy could find any day of the week in his local coin shop around the corner! 

The rest of the tables I'd then allot on a modified point system. A dealer's advertising 
in the ANA magazine, or his contributions to one of ANA's projects, would carry some 
points, but certainly would not be the dominant factor. 

Let me emphasize that all the foregoing is just my one man’s opinion. 

How the entire board will make the final selections, I have no idea. I have not yet 
discussed any method of dealer selection with any of the other board members. And, 
of course, no matter how the tables will be allotted, not everybody will be happy ... for 
which we'll all be sorry, believe me! 

■ One final thought ... I'll vote “No!” on the question of allotting a bourse table to 
any ANA “brass” or to anyone in the immediate family of such ANA “brass.” In fact, 
this very day I've persuaded the spouse of one of ANA's personnel to withdraw an 
application for a bourse table at The Americana. 

ANA can not, I feel, permit even the appearance of favoritism in the assigning of 
bourse tables. Impartial we must be!

On July 24th, Newlin wrote again after hearing from Garrett: " Your favor received, 
and I am glad to know that you are pleased with the coins & that they add to your 
cabinet . I beg to send on for your inspection a few pieces which I obtained from my 
friend Col. O.C. Bosbyshell, who was chief coiner in the Mint from 1877 until his 
resignation a few months ago. While in the Mint neither myself nor any other 
collector could obtain a pattern coin from him , but few were struck between 1877 & 
1884. [This is a curious statement in any event, but is totally out of line with reality 
unless we assume that Bosbyshell took charge late in 1877 after the vast outpouring of 
half dollar patterns in that year was virtually complete.] He promised me long ago that 
should he ever sell the pieces he had (he kept one each in silver and one in copper) 
that I should have them , and about a week ago he sent them to me. He assures me that 
he kept a most careful record & that the this denomination). [He is, of course. 


pieces are very rare. I did not know of 
the existence of several of them at all , & 
they are not in the Mint Cabinet. I have 
shown them to no one & shall keep the 
copper pieces myself. Considering their 
rarity I bought them at a low price & 
think I have put them to you at a very 
moderate figure. I am assured that 
neither Mr. Robert Davis nor Mr. 
Parmelee have them , nor do I think they 
have ever been offered at auction. The 
Colonel informs me that he has a few 
rare patterns in silver of 1882 but he is 
unable to lay his hand upon them. When 
he does , they will be sent to me. He has 
also a fifty dollar piece dated 1877 (the 
only die ever made at the U.S. Mint for 


right for the reverse die but not for the 
two obverse dies which were used with 
it.] It is struck in copper , heavily gold 
plated , & is a beautiful piece. He tells me 
but 2 were struck in gold , one of which 
he melted up. The other he feels confi- 
dent was also returned and melted. [This 
seems to confirm other reports regard- 
ing the melting of the two gold 
specimens, though such other reports 
may originate from the samesource. Is it 
possible that one piece from each of the 
two die combinations was struck 
without authorization in privately 
provided gold?] Should I get the piece 
from him , would you like to see it? 
Hoping that you've not had it as bad as 
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1877 pattern $10, gilded copper. Newlin c 


we have in Philadelphia ... I enclose tv o 
curious nickels, also an express paci age 
addressed to you at Deer Park." 

Regardless of our vkws of 
BosbyshelTs information (he r <ay simply 
have been wrong, or nr/ not have 
known certain matters) we can find 
many points of interest t \ this letter, not 
the least being the fact that Newlin had a 
pipeline into the private holdings of the 
former chief coiner at the Mint. The rare 
silver patterns of 1882 to which 
reference is made must be the Morgan 
designs for the quarter, half dollar, and 
dollar, Judd 1698, 1700, and 1702 respec- 
tively. The $50 of 1877, which Garrett 
eventually purchased, is the gilt 
specimen of Judd 1547. 1 suspect that the 
two nickel pieces referred to at the close 
of the letter are Judd 489 and Judd 504, 
both in nickel, both from 1866, though it 
is possible here that the “curious” 
feature overrides Newlin's usual habit of 
mentioning the metal if not the proper 
one, so they may be other, off-metal 
pieces in our collection. This letter bears 
a draft reply from Garrett on the top 
margin of the first page: "July 29/85 — 
My dear Sir: I am obliged for the offer of 
pattern pieces which I return today. My 
experience with these coins has not 
been so satisfactory that I would care to 
add to my collection at such figures..." 
This attitude, probably prompted by the 
Mint restriking policies of the previous 
decades and the tendency for sup- 
posedly rare patterns to turn up in large

numbers just after an expensive 
purchase of a “rare” one, was to change 
during the following months under 
Newlin's prompting. 

A significant gap occurs during the 
summer vacations of the two men, no 
letters surviving in our files. We next 
hear from Newlin on September 15, 
1885: "I send you herewith a package of 
coins which you may like to add to your 
collection. The 1879 silver Dol. is ex- 
tremely rare & I've never known one to 
be offered. It has, you will notice, 
neither ' E Pluribus Unum ' nor 'In God 
We Trust.' The foreign pieces were 
designed at the U.S. Mint, & I got them 
from the Chief Coiner who told me

there were but a half dozen proofs 
struck from the dies. The $10 gold is 
rather a gilt or gold-plated piece , & also 
very rare. I value the lot , including also 
the gun money , which is fine , at $40 for 
the lot. I consider them reasonable. In 
regard to the price , I think it fair , but as 
the pieces have never been sold before 
it is hard to determine their value. For 
instance , the 79 dollar is much rarer than 
the 1836 Gobrecht in field Dot., which 
brings $50.00. I bought these with a lot of 
other pieces , therefore do not know 
what they cost me. If , therefore , you 
think the price too high , you may reduce 
it to what you think proper and remit me 
check at your convenience..." The 1879 
pattern dollar referred to above is a 
problem: no known pattern matches 
the description Newlin gives. Although 
several lack "In God We Trust,” none 
seem to lack “E Pluribus Unum,” though 
it appears on the obverse rather than the 
reverse of some. One also wonders what 
foreign coins were produced at the U.S. 
Mint prior to Sept. 15, 1885... 

On October 17, the exchange con- 
tinues: "I received your favor and in 
reply send some pieces for your inspec- 
tion. I have held them for you , & had no 
duplicates except one of each of the 79 
Vi dollars in copper[Judd 1600 & 1602?] 
which I sent over to H.P. Smith to put in 
his next sale , the catalogue of which will 
be out in a few days. In regard to the 
patterns I can only reiterate what I 
before wrote , viz., that I got them from 
Col. O.C. Bosbyshell of the U.S. Mint, 
who was Chief Coiner from 1877 to 1884. 
He is a gentleman of strict honesty & 
integrity & as he struck the pieces he 
knows & has kept a record of exactly the 
number coined. The pieces, with hardly 
an exception, are extremely rare & you 
need have no fear of purchasing on the 
ground that many will appear as the Col. 
destroyed every die himself. In addition 
to this I stand ready at any time to take 
back the pieces and refund the money 
to you cheerfully should they not turn 
out as represented in point of rarity. For 
the most part they have never been 
offered either at public or private sale & I 
am quite positive they are not in the 


hands of collectors. Col. Snowden may 
have them in his cabinet & possibly Mr. 
Barber, the engraver, but neither of 
these gentlemen would part with their 
specimens. [The two half dollars (maybe 
three) in copper would probably be 
J.1600, J.1602, and possibly J.1598.] 

" In addition to the patterns I send you 
a number of other pieces which possibly 
may improve your cabinet. There is 
another piece not in my possession 
which I think you ought to have. It is an 
1877 $50 piece in copper, heavily gold 
plated . Col. Bosbyshell informs me that 
of this piece there is no known s pecimen 
in sold. & he knows of but 5 in copper, 2 
of which are in the Mint & therefore 
cannot be sold. [HA!] The 3rd is 
probably in Col. Snowden's collection & 
the 4th I can probably obtain for you as I 
know the owner. [It seems Newlin's

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memory of his previous letters was hot 
overly perfect.] The piece is most in- 
teresting as it is the only $50 piece ever 
gotten up by the U.S. Mint. It is certainly 
far more rare than the 1804 dollar & is 
more interesting. I cannot estimate its 
value but I think it would produce a 
large price in a sale. If you will write what 
you are willing to give for it. I will make 
the offer to the party & doubtless I can 
obtain it for you. I called upon Robert 
Davis who has the finest collection of 
pattern coins in this country & he told 
me that he did not have the piece , but 
would like greatly to obtain one. The 
piece I refer to is in beautiful condition , 
&, being heavily s old plated , looks 
precisel y like a solid sold piece. As there 
is no piece struck in solid gold , this must 
take its place. If you would care to buy 
the piece , please advise me as soon as 
possible in order that I may secure it. In 
regard to the other pieces , I hope you 
will use your convenience in inspecting 
them as I am in no hurry for them. Did 
you receive the package sent to Deer 
Park Sept. 16 , ' 85 ? Hoping you have 
greatly enjoyed your summer..." There 
is a postscript added above the head of 
the letter: “I regret I cannot send the 50 
piece for your inspection but [until] 
after you make your offer , & if you do 
not find the piece satisfactory you may 
return it." Once again we are forced to 
consider BosbyshelTs information 
regarding the $50 patterns. Either he did 
not know of the two gold strikes which 


survive today or he was intentionally 

concealing the information while trying 

to sell his gilt copper piece. I rather i 

prefer the former possibility, as there is I 

no evidence at all that he owned either 

of the gold pieces. (He would surely ^ 

have been trying to sell those to Newlin 

had he had them available!) Of greater 

interest is his statement that there were ( 

only five pieces in copper known to him. 

This seems to tally with the Rarity 8 status 
of both types: a total of five pieces, 
presumably divided 3 and 2 (though we 
do not know in which direction) would 
produce two Rarity 8 patterns. It is highly ^ 

probable that the gilded specimen of 
J.1549 was in Col. Snowden's collection.

have been is unknown to me, as Gar- 
rett's files have no Haseltine catalogues 
after his 73rd, in November, 1883. Gar- 
rett seems to have terminated contact 
with Haseltine after that time. It is quite 
possible that trouble had arisen about 
then over the 1815 half eagle from 
I Haseltine's 69th, since Woodward 

regarded that one, which Garrett had 
purchased, as false.] The #90 
[presumably Haseltine's Lot number] is 
one of two in copper , gold plated , the

other specimen being in the Mint. You 
will notice that the only specimen ever 
offered of the Dollar is described as only 
very fine. Hoping that these pieces may 
please you , and that you are making 
important additions to your cabinet ..." 
Now, the key word here is certainly 
“Goloid." That pins the pieces down to 
1879 or 1880, and since they “will about 
complete" a set of the Goloid types, we 
can assume that some of the 1879 pieces 
were included in Newlin's shipment of 
October 17th. In the Garrett collection 
there is only one piece which fits the 
description of a gilded specimen in the 
Goloid group, especially since the $10 
piece sent on September 16th is clearly 
J.1545. The piece intended here must be 
J.1644, the gilded copper version of the 
1879 metric quintuple Stella, an R.8 
piece. The other piece is presumably 
one of the Goloid dollars, J.1623, J.1627, 
J.1631, or (less likely) J.1651. I would be 
inclined to suspect J.1631 since this is an 
1879 piece and is an actual Goloid 
whereas the two with lower numbers are 
in off metal. 

December 3rd saw another Newlin 
letter to Garrett. " Doubtless you have 
received Chapman's catalogue. [This 
must mean Chapman's catalogue of the 
Wright & Walker collections sold on 
December 15-16, 1885 in conflict with 
Proskey's 2nd sale of December 15th, 
and no doubt the cause of many of the 
bitter comments Proskey put in his 
attack on the Chapmans in his 3rd 
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1792 pattern disme, copper, plain edge, Judd

catalogue the following May.] I expect J 

to attend the sale & would be very glad ] 

to execute any bids you may care to j 

send. In looking over the lots I would 
call your attention to the following 
numbered lots: 186 , 187 , 191 , 792, (420 & 

421 . these are especially important for 
your set), 628 , 777, 882, 909, 1162 . 1160 . 

1198 . 1206 . I have kept a memorandum 
of these numbers & if you want me to 
purchase for you at a reasonable price I 
will be glad to do so & will bid as ( 

carefully as if pieces were for me. I never 
have any transactions with the Chap- 
mans as I do not admire them , but they 
have offered some rare pieces in their 
sales , & at public sale they will probably 
sell for half what they should ask at

stand it... P.S. Do you collect autographs ? 1 

I have a document with more of John ^ 

Morton's writing & signature than I have 
ever heard of, also a lot of other 
autographs of signers, etc." In fact, 

Garrett did collect autographs of the 
signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, and his son John later j 

completed the set, which we still have. < 

We do not know whether he actually | 

bought this Morton document from i 

Newlin. We do, however, know that he 
instructed Newlin to make some 
purchases for him at the Chapman sale, 
though they did not amount to much in 
cost. 

On December 17, 1885, Newlin sent a 
report of his purchases at the sale. “I \ 

secured all your pieces in Chapman's [ 

sale & forward them to you today. The 
amount due me for coins retained by 
you is $346.50, plus purchases at sale, , 

$45.75, equals $392.25..." He encloses a 
list of lots purchased and their prices. Of \ 

the seven lots Garrett wanted, only one I 

(#1198) was among the list recommend- * 

ed by Newlin. That piece and two others 
were medals. The remaining four pieces j 

were regular U.S. coins: Lot 287, an ef+ l 

silver dollar of 1801; Lot 311, an unc. half 
dollar of 1809; Lot 337, an unc. 1839 i 

seated half dollar, with drapery; and Lot ; 

427, a proof three cent silver of 1857. * 
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On December 31, 1885, Newlin sent 
Garrett a letter which sums up most of 
Garrett's recent purchases (though, un- 
fortunately, not the pieces in the ship- 
ment of September 16). " Thanks for 
your check of $392.25. The items are 
composed as follows: Package of coins 
sent Sept. 16 — $40.00; 1872 Commercial 
Dollar (sent Oct. 17) — $20.00; unique 
gold 2Vi — $30 [I have no idea what this 
could be unless it is one of the Bechtler 
pieces mentioned in Newlin's letter of 
Oct. 24, 1884.]; Metric Dot. 1879, copper 
— $70; unique small Grant medal — 
$7.50; 1879 V 2 Do/., copper — $5.00; 1879 
V 2 Do!., copper — $5.00; 1879 V 4 Dol. & 
Dimes , copper — $10; Nevada silver 
medal — $3; medal — $1; Fifty Dol. 
piece — $100; 1792 Disme, plain edge — 
$40; 1879 $20 in copper — $20; 1806 
Quarter Eagle — $50; 2 5c nickels @ 
$2.50 — $5; purchases for you at Chap- 
man sale — $46.25. Received with 
thanks, $ 392.75 ." A small error in addi- 
tion there! The 1872 Commercial dollar 
is J.1217. The "unique" 2 V 2 Dol. gold is 
probably the Bechtler 75gr., 20c., 
though one can't be certain. The 1879 
Metric dol. in copper is J.1623, the 
Morgan design, by elimination in our 
holdings; the only otherwise un- 
pedigreed copper half dollars of 1879 in 
our collection are J.1600 and J.1602, so 
these are probably the ones referred to. 
The 1879 quarter pattern (for such it 
must be) is probably J.1594, and the 
dimes of the same date must be J.1587 &

J.1589. The $50 piece is the gilded copper 
version of J .1 547. The 1792 disme, plain 
edge (clearly copper) has since passed 
on after Garrett acquired the finer one 
in the Maris sale, discussed in detail later 
in this article. The 1879 $20 is the gilded 
copper specimen of J.1644 described in 
earlier Newlin letters. The 1806 quarter 
eagle could be the “AU" specimen of 
the 1806/5 in our collection, otherwise 
unpedigreed. Identification of the two 
nickel patterns is difficult, but one might 
hazard a guess on J.489 & J.504, both in 
nickel, both of 1866. These seem the 
most likely of the unpedigreed ones in 
our collection to have attracted no 
further identification remarks from 
Newlin. The only other nickels possible 
in our group are J.487 (copper) and jv561 
(aluminum), and these seem less likely 
under the circumstances. 

Garrett's numismatic activity enters 
another quiet period about this time, 
probably from lack of any great sales. 
The letters from Newlin cease (as far as 
we can tell) until May 11, 1886, at which 
time he makes the first mention of the 
collection which would be the ultimate 
exercise in the relationship between the 
two men in their numismatic operations. 
" Doctor Maris has just informed me that 
he intends to sell his collection of 
American coins at auction in this city. He 
has many rare and valuable pieces, 
among them his collection of New 
Jersey Cents & many rare & some unique 
colonials. I shall expect to attend the sale

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& will send you a catalogue with plates as 
soon as they come out. I shall be glad to 
execute your bids , & if you should care 
to examine the pieces , or any of them , 
before the sale , I can no doubt send 
them on to you/' Now, the Maris sale 
was exceedingly unusual in several 
ways: first, it took place in Philadelphia, 
not noted at that time as a coin auction 
center; second. Dr. Maris insisted on 
cataloguing the collection himself, 
though he was finally prevailed upon by 
his numismatic friends to have a promi- 
nent coin cataloguer's name attached 
(Since our copy has the bottom of the 
introductory page carefully cut off by 
Newlin, I am not sure of the dealer's 
name, but in view of later letters from 
Newlin it was probably H.P. Smith.); and 
in the third place, Maris used a relatively 
unknown auction firm (which is not all 
that unusual since the auction houses in 
Philadelphia were not noted for coin 
sales). Finally, there were stories in cir- 
culation fairly early that the entire sale 
was a rigged operation between Maris 
and Newlin for their own profit. We 
have such a rumor in a letter to Garrett 
from Woodward, written before the sale 
took place. This is extremely interesting, 
especially insofar as Garrett used Newlin 
as his sole agent for the sale, rejecting 
offers from Massamore and others to 
fulfill that role. Either he discounted the 
rumors, figured that he could trust 
Newlin anyway, or decided that the best 
way to get the pieces he wanted was to 


have one of the manipulators of the sale \ 

working as his personal agent. It may be 
significant that Newlin, in his very first ■ 

letter on the subject of the Maris sale, 
implies that he can have not only un- 
limited access to the pieces for examina- 
tion, but can actually obtain them for 
shipment to Baltimore for Garrett's in- j 

spection! This, surely, is an extremely I 

unusual courtesy on the part of auc- 
tioneers, unlikely to be duplicated ever 
again. Even friendship such as Maris and 
Newlin doubtless had as fellow collec- j 

tors in the same city would scarcely 
produce such affable courtesy in the 
loan of major parts of a collection held I 

for public auction. It would not, ’ 

however, be too difficult to arrange if 1 

one had a particular interest in the 
collection and the sale. I do not, of 
course, claim that Newlin was involved 
personally in the operation, but one i 

certainly wonders... < 

On May 31st, the catalogues were i 

ready. "I take pleasure in forwarding 
you a plate catalogue of the Maris 
Collection. I have also taken the liberty 
of noting on the margin the pieces that 1 

would probably add to your Cabinet. I 
have , at the Doctor's invitation, exam in- j 

ed the pieces, with great interest, and I j 

am very pleased with them. From what I i 

am able to learn, his descriptions of 
rarity and condition are accurate. I shall 
expect to attend the sale, and should be ' 

very glad to execute your bids. I can 
obtain any of the pieces that you might <

desire to see and either bring or send 
them to you for inspection. [This rather 
confirms the close relations between 
Newlin & Maris in regard, if not to the 
sale, then at least to each other as fellow 
numismatists.] Maris , of course, shall not 
know they are to be sent to you 
[Regardless of one's view of the 
Newlin/Maris relation, it seems rather 
improbable that such action could be 
taken without Maris' knowledge and 
cooperation.]; nor shall anyone know 
that I am buying for you. [In this, with 
the possible exception of Maris, Newlin 
seems to have kept his promise.] In this 
way the bidding will be fair and there 
will be no running up. I think the U.S. 
should buy the New Jersey Cents, for 
such a set can never be gotten to-gether 
again. They are to be sold seriatim. If you 
want them (& I strongly advise you to 
buy them) you might send me on what 
you already have, so that I can compare 
them with Maris' lots & buy for you what 
you lack. In this way you will avoid 
duplicates. I believe Parmelee & the best 
collectors will be represented at the 
Sale. Hoping to receive a line from you 
... If you should not desire the set of N. 
Jerseys, would not the Maryland 
Numismatic Society buy them ? They 
should never be separated & should be 
on exhibition somewhere. I have per- 
sonally not the slightest interest in it 
except as a Numismatist. A number of 
the pieces are much finer than the plates 


would indicate. I see by the catalogue 
that the N.J. Cents will be offered first as 
a set & then sold separately if there is no 
bid.”\Ne still have the catalogue he sent 
down, suitably inscribed “With the 
Compliments of Harold P. Newlin" on 
the title page. 

Some time in the first half of June 
(undated letter, again arrangeable 
chronologically by internal contents) 
Newlin wrote again: “I sent you some 
days ago the plate catalogue of the Maris 
Sale & stated I would be glad to execute 
your bids & would send on for your 
inspection any pieces you desired to see. 
Fearing that you may have been out of 
town and that my letter did not reach 
you. I send you this, knowing from your 
former letter to me that you desire to see 
the catalogue, & that you would not 
desire to miss such an opportunity of

adding to your cabinet. If the catalogue 
has not reached you , please notify me & 

I will send you another ... The Sale is the 
21st." Garrett added a nearly in- 
decipherable note across the top of this 
letter in his usual blue pencil: " Ash H(?) 
— acknowledge lett. — Hoping look 
over before sale — ask suggest prices 
pieces marked." Clearly, he wanted 
further information on probable prices 
such as Newlin had furnished him as a 
guide to bidding on the Randall collec- 
tion the previous year. Since Newlin's 
next letter, replying to this, is dated June 
12, we can safely assume a date of June 

II or earlier for the above note. 

The answer to Garrett's letter reads: 
" In reply to your favor I send you a list of 
prices which the lots may bring. Of 
course , if Parmelee & some of the other 
large buyers are represented the pieces 
will sell for more. If not, I may get them 
for you at much less. If you remember in 
the Randall sale , / got your pieces at 33 
1/3 per cent less than your bids. [Either 
Newlin had a hand in the Randall sale as 
well, perhaps, as the Maris one, or else 
he was a very poor estimator of auction 
prices! There now follows an extensive 
list of the prices that Newlin estimated 
certain lots in which Garrett was in- 
terested might bring. I suppress this in 
favor of more extensive coverage of the 
pieces Garrett eventually bought in the 
sale.] Set of Jerseys worth $900+, many 
unique pieces. In regard to bids on these

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colonials , any that Parmelee may not 
have may bring several times the 
amount of my estimate.

Lot 
501 , unique , is the only piece in Sale that 
does not belong to Maris (except one 
jersey Cent) [This is the unique Immunis 
Columbia Newlin had been pushing on 
Garrett at an earlierdate.] & will be listed 
by the owner (who is an expressman) at 
$250. I consider the piece worth more as 
it is unique. I have kept a copy of these 
bids & you may simply telegraph me if 
you want me to executethem.

Please address me at Supreme Court , 
Phila ., as I moved out to my country 
place. " 

Correspondence on the subject con- 
tinued on June 16th. “Should you not be 
desirous of buying the set of N J. Cents (l 
have just examined them, & ascertained

irrelevant.] ...These, if you desire, I can 
buy for you at such prices as I myself 
would give if I were collecting them. I, 
however, advise you to buy the entire 
set, as I believe it will produce more 
money if sold separately. [This may be 
one datum against the supposed 
Newlin/Maris alliance, since Newlin 
would scarcely seek a lower price for 
items under the postulated 
relationship.] For example, a number of 
the rarest pieces Parmelee has not & 
would pay almost any price for them, 
but as he already has a large number of 
jerseys he might hesitate to buy the set, 
thinking it would give him so many 
duplicates. I went over the pieces the 
other evening & put down in pencil 
what they might bring if sold separately, 
at fair bidding, & I find it comes to over 
$1350, so if the set can be bought for $800 
I really think it is a bargain. Of the bids I 
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mailed you at N.Y. I would say that they 
may go for one half my estimates or may 
bring much over them. In any event, I 
am at your service & hope to receive a 
line from you at Supreme Court. I have 
kept a memo of these lots as well as of 
the bids I sent in previous letter, so you 
need not refer to them s pecificall y un- 
less you so desire/' 

One more letter, carrying further in- 
formation with regard to the New Jersey 
cents, arrived before the sales. Maris was 
apparently revising his expectations 
downwards. “Supreme Court offices, 
Philadelphia, june 18, '86. My Dear Sir; I 
hope you won't think I am annoying you 
with many letters, but as you expressed 
yourself interested in the Maris Collec- 
tion, it might further interest you to 
know that I saw Dr. Maris this morning & 
he told me that he intended to put up 
the N.j. collection at a starting bid of 
$400. He also said that he had within a 
week or two been offered $500 for them, 
& that he considered them worth much 
more than that, but he desired to fix a 
modest limit and leave the rest in the 
hands of the buyers. I merely state this, 
that you may know how to bid on them. 
At the low estimate he fixed ( & they will 
positively go if there are two bids) I think 
they will without doubt go as a set. & the 
estimates on the individual pieces will 
not serve you, as they in all probability 
will not go singly. Indeed, if they sell for 
any such price , I shall feel strongly 
tempted to be the buyer. The sale, as you 
know, is on Monday next. Very truly 
yours, Harold P. Newlin." We do not 
have the bidding sequence on the New 
Jerseys, but in the end Garrett had to go 
$551 to get them, so they not only 
advanced over the starting bid but also 
over the $500 Maris had turned down by 
private sale. 

We pass now to the Maris Collection 
Sale itself. The first letter from Newlin 
dealing with the sale came on the 
following day, June 22, 1886. “I send you 
today per Express the coins purchased 
for you at the Sale as per your telegram. 
A few of the pieces I did not buy because 
they went at exorbitant prices. The 
balance I consider were fair, according 
to the rarity of the pieces. The collection

of Jerseys brought slightly more than 
your bid but I consider them cheap & Dr. 
Maris fully expected them to produce 
$1000. The silver Franklin I believe was 
the gem of the sale & is worth $500. I 
hope you will be pleased with the coins. 
The bidding was spirited , the N.Y. 
dealers being present in force. Dr. 
Massamore was here & asked if I did not 
have your bids , but I gave him no 
satisfaction. I bought all the pieces in my 
name that were for you; the pieces I 
bought for m yself I bought under 
another name. I enclose bill. A letter of 
bids for Scott & Co. on the pattern pieces 
came just after the sale; he showed them 
to me & in nearly every instance offered 
an advance on the prices I paid for you/' 
The silver Franklin referred to, lot #338, 
was the silver version of the “American 
Congress" Fugio, Newman 101-BB, the 
19th century imitation of which but two 
specimens are known today. I reserve 
the final list of pieces acquired for the 
conclusion of this article, since Newlin's 
remaining three letters more properly 
form part of the discussion of the con- 
duct of the sale than of the listing os 
pieces purchased. 

On June 24th, apparently in themorn- 
ing, in answer to a letter from Garrett, 
Newlin wrote the following (the rumor 
mill, as it seems, being in full swing): " In 
reply to your favor , / would say that it 
was widely circulated in New York that 
H.P. Smith had bought the Maris Collec- 
tion & to correct this Smith made a 
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public announcement just before the 
sale that every piece in the sale except 2, 
viz. lots 488 & 501 , belonged to Dr. Maris. 
Maris was present and vouched for this 
statement , & if you prefer I can get you 
his written statement to that effect. So 
that anyone who has informed you 
otherwise has done it either to dissatisfy 
you with me , or because I bought so 
much in my name . Since the Sale , many 
of the dealers have hinted that I was 
interested in buying in the pieces for Dr. 
Maris . I bought for you under my name 
to divert suspicion & no one knew I was 
bidding for you. [Garrett had rather an 
obsession about secret or private 
purchases. He was not alone: witness 
Parmelee's “pseaudonyms” in the 
Mickley and Bushnell Sales.] / 
represented several other bidders at the 
sale , & had all of Sampson's orders as he 
wrote me he was unable to come on. I 
do not consider the prices are excessive 
at ajj. And although your telegram in- 
structed me to bu y (without any 
qualification) yet I allowed the 1838 
dollar to go to Frossard at $117.50 and 
the 1802 Dime to Steigerwalt at $34 
because I consider they were bringing 
more than they were worth. I called at 
the U.S. Mint yesterday and the Curator, 
speaking of the prices, said, inter alia, 
that he thought the Centennial Dollar 
worth fully all it brought; that the 
engraver, Mr. Barber, had been inter- 
viewed relative to it and that he, Mr. 
Barber, did not have one or know of 
another. I wrote you that after the sale 
Scott & Co. showed me a large line of 
bids on all the important patterns in the 
sale & thinking I had bought them in 
either for Marisorformyself of feredmean 
advance on a great number of them over 
the prices I had paid. So if you should be 
dissatisfied with any of the pieces or 
prices of my of the patterns if you will 
send them on to mel feel confident I cm 
dispose of them to Scott & Co. without 
an y loss to you. In regard to the unique 
Franklin at $201 — / did not let it go 
because I thought it worth $500. (Maris 
always valued it at that sum — he bought 
it of Randall ten or twelve years ago for 
$100.) I was run on it by H.P. Smith who 
had $200 on it. I heard Chapman say they

had $150 on it. Maris fully believed his 
New jerseys would produce from $1000 
to $1200, & he refused a cash offer of 
$ 500 before the sale. Upon the Goloid 
$20 piece I had another bid for a dealer 
of $100 & can use it at that price now. I 
think the Chapmans are trying to impair 
[?] the sale in every way by quietly 
throwing out insinuations such as you 
have heard. They do this, I think, from 
their animosity to H.P. Smith because 
they did not get the cataloguing of the 
sale. [Note that the Chapmans, 
operating in Philadelphia, regarded out- 
side seizure for sale of any local collec- 
tion as invasion of their turf!] It is 
possible that a gentleman in Baltimore 
has some motive in trying to dissatisfy 
you with me. [Note: he must mean 
Massamore, who often handled Gar- 
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rett's bids, tried to do so on this occa- 
sion, and also handled the sale of many 
of Garrett's duplicates. Again, poaching 
on alien turf?] After the sale he tried to 
find out if I were buying for you & I 
refused to tell him. I should feel ex- 
tremely sorry that you should feel disap- 
pointed with any purchases I made for 
you. I feel very sure that many of the 
pieces you purchased cannot be 
duplicated at any price and I very much 
hope that you will not hesitate to return 
the pieces that I have mentioned if they 
do not meet with your entire approval. 
More than this I cannot in all fairness do 
... P.S. Should you prefer to keep the 
pieces & yet feel they brought high. 
prices I shall greatly prefer that you will 
not add my commission One is inclin- 
ed to say that Newlin is bending over 
backwards here to be fair, and must be 
regarded as acting in good faith unless 
one assumes he was, throughout his 
relationship with Garrett, an utter 
deceiver, cad, and reprobate, a view I 
feel is completely unjustified. As an 
example, we might take the 1797 quarter 
eagle Newlin acquired from Woodward 
in 1883 and sold to Garrett. We now 
know from Woodward's letters that the 
identical piece was offered to Garrett by 
Woodward directly in early 1883 at $75, 
the same price at which it was later 
offered to Newlin. Newlin beat 
Woodward down to $65, and Garrett 
acquired the piece at that price from 



Newlin. Newlin's own view — that 
several obviously suspect individuals in 
the numismatic fraternity were 
spreading rumors about him in connec- 
tion with the Maris sale — seems 
preferable; it is certainly justified in light 
of our knowledge of business “prac- 
tices" within the coin field at that time 
(as it is today). 

The matter, however, did not end 
there. Later on the same day, June 24, 
Newlin wrote a further letter. "I beg to 
acknowledge receipt of the package 
containing the three pieces. Your 
telegram of bids was not handed to me 
till ten minutes before the sale com - 
menced . and in the confusion incident 
to my entering them I bought the three 
pieces in the name of “ Newlin " instead 
of " Scholl for whom I really bought 
them. In stating in my letter today that 
you might return any of the pattern 
pieces that you thought too high I do not 
mean to convey the impression that I 
should return them to Maris , but that I 
would offer them at private sale to Scott 
& Co. who had bids on them that arrived 
too late for the sale. Maris — or rather 
H.P. Smith , the dealer who managed the 
sale - would not take back any pieces 
unless they should prove counterfeits. I 
am most willing to render you any 
service , however , in the disposal of any 
of the pieces that may not suit you , as 
fully stated in my letter this A.M. I 
believe fully that you have made very 
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important acquisitions to your cabinet in 
the purchase of many pieces that cannot 
be duplicated for the price paid, or, in 
fact, at any prices ... P.S. / desire to 
contradict the statements that Maris, 
another party , and myself were per- 
sonally involved in the Sale." 

Only a single letter remains in our file 
of Newlin's correspondence with Gar- 
rett, a letter accompanied by a Garrett 
annotation, dated June 30, 1886, which 
marked the conclusion of the 
relationship which had begun more 
than three years before. "I am in receipt 
of your check with thanks. I enclose 
receipted & corrected bill. Relative to 
the numbers upon which you made 
notes I would say: 146) " Very high for 
state." This is the only specimen which I 
have ever seen offered. It was until 
recently in Parmelee's collection ; he 
replaced it for one a little finer for which 
he paid $110. This piece is worth all I paid 
for it. 147) "Is this genuine ?" Yes, 
without doubt, it came from the U.S. 
Mint Cabinet. Is the finest Disme 
known, & I think worth $100. 314) 
Relative to this I would say that as but 
two are known it is worth any amount it 
may bring. Your telegram ordered me to 
buy & if the piece had brought $150 I 
should have feared to let it go. I enclose 
Scott's letter relative to U.S. patterns 
which you may destroy when you have 
read it. Scott had large bids on all the 
important Patterns, including lots 146 & 



147 mentioned above." Garrett's com- 
ment reads: "Mr. Lee: [his secretary, 
etc.] Say to Mr. N that I will be glad to be 
advised of Mr. Scott's further corres- 
pondence..." The check had changed 
hands, no further pieces were returned 
from this transaction, and we have no 
further letters from Newlin. Unfor- 
tunately, we have been unable to deter- 
mine the date of Newlin's demise — this 
might have affected our later files of 
letters. This rather abrupt termination of 
the letters between Newlin and Garrett 
need not mean any unfriendly 
severance of their relationship. It merely 
implies, as had been the casefor lengthy 
periods in the past, that no major collec- 
tions were offered for sale during the 
remaining two years of Garrett's life with 
which Newlin would have had any par- 
ticular contact. Indeed, few major 
collections were offered for sale 
anywhere between 1886 and 1890 when 
there was a sudden rash of sales, in- 
cluding both Parmelee and R.C. Davis. 
Garrett's correspondence with other 
dealers seems to end, or at least taper off 
drastically, after the middle of 1886, and 
his purchases at sales shifted more in the 
direction of antiquities and rare books. 
He and Newlin had simply run out of 
things to correspond about... 

The true capstone of the 
Newlin/Garrett relationship must be 
regarded as the assault upon the Maris 
Collection. We have the original bill of 
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sale made out and signed by Maris to 
Newlin for the pieces he acquired for 
Garrett. Garrett bought extensively in 
the sale, and most of the pieces he 
secured are still in the former Garrett 
collection, now owned by The Johns 
Hopkins University. Following are 
descriptions of the pieces, in part from 
the catalogue, supplemented by 
Newlin's marginal comments in quotes 
and my own additional comments: 


#24, 1798 silver dollar, strictly uncir- 
culated. The finest dollar of this date 
have ever seen (PLATE.) " Buy this." 
#98, 1807 dime, sharp & uncirculated. 
Very rare (PLATE.) 

#111, 1795 half dime. Not described in 
Newlin's list. A beautiful impression, 
proof surface, & the only specimen of 
this variety I have seen. Extremely rare 
(PLATE.) " Buy++ " 

#146, 1792 no silver center cent. Obv., 
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Liberty Parent of Science & Industry. A 
head with flowing hair to right, etc. One 
of the earliest of the Mint patterns. This 
piece is photographed in the Seavey 
catalogue and is in fine condition, the 
center of the reverse being weak. It is 
much rarer than the piece with silver 
center, and I doubt if morethan three or 
four specimens can be found. Bushnell 
did not have it (PLATE). “Buy+++.” 
#147, 1792 disme. Head of Liberty to left. 


with flowing hair. A beautiful sharp 
piece, in bright uncirculated condition. 
TheMint Cabinet contained twoof these 
pieces, and this one was recently given 
in trade for pieces to improve their 
collection. It is therefore undoubtedly 
original and genuine, and differs from 
any described by Crosby or by R.C. 
Davis, in having a plain, instead of 
engrailled edge. One of the gems of this 
collection (PLATE.) "Buy. Far finer than 
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St. Patrick halfpenny. Maris Collection Lot 
#350. 


yours." — The cataloguer does not 
mention that the piece is copper. 
Perhaps neither of the present two silver 
specimens was known at that time, so 
collectors did not need to be told it was 
copper. Since both known plain-edge 
pieces are now outside the Mint collec- 
tion, it is possible that the matter of plain 
versus engrailled edge did not concern 
the Mint at that time. 

#189, 1874 twenty cent piece. Obv., 
figure of Liberty seated on rock to left. 
Right hand supports a liberty cap upon a 
pole. The left rests upon a globe en- 
circled by a band which bears the word 
Liberty incused. Behind the figure upon 
the rocks, is a wheat sheaf; before it, 
upon the ground, two cotton bales, 
upon which rests a branch of the tobac- 
co plant. Thirteen stars. In Ex., 1874. Rev.,

CENTS, etc. Brilliant proof in silver. This 
is one of the two specimens in the Mint 
Cabinet, and was obtained in exchange. 
Of the highest rarity. One specimen in 
copper, in Haseltine's addenda sale, 
brought $30 (PLATE.) "Buy++, far finer 
than yours." 1 — This latter comment 
leads us to believe that the pattern 
twenty cent piece Newlin first sent Gar- 
rett in December, 1884, might have been 
the same type as this one, J.1354. 

#190, 1875 twenty cent piece. Obv., head 
of Liberty to left, the hair tied back with a 
ribbon. Upon the coronet, LIBERTY. 
Thirteen stars. In Ex., 1875. Rev., UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA. An oval shield 
having upon it 20 incused. Above the 
shield are a number of rays. Below, and 
projecting from behind it, are two cross- 
ed arrows and two olive branches. In Ex., 
Cents, beautiful proof in silver, and even 
rarer and more valuable than the last 
described (PLATE.) “Buy+++" 

#191, 1876 Centennial dollar. Obv., head 
of Liberty to left. The hair tied behind 
with a ribbon. Upon the coronet, LIBER- 
TY; above the head, IN GOD WE TRUST. 
To the right, six stars; to the left, seven 
stars. In Ex., 1876. Rev., UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA; within a laurel wreath, 
ONE DOLLAR, the word dollar curved. 
In Ex., E PLURIBUS UNUM. Brilliant 
proof. Bronze, composition. Davis says 
of this piece, "This pattern is called the 
'Centennial dollar/ and demands es- 
pecial prominence from the fact that it 
was the only pattern issued during that 
year. It is of the highest rarity, and was 
never struck in silver." This is the piece 
from which Davis made his description; 
it is the only one known, and should 
command a large price (PLATE.) "Buy. 
Most important piece in sale." — This 
piece, J.1463, in copper, surprises us 
today by the evident esteem and sup- 
posed rarity in which it was held in 
various commentaries and sales during 
this era, only ten years after its issue. We 
know today of at least four obverse dies 
of this general type, each existing in 
silver as well as copper, and two obverse 
dies (probably) of a seated Liberty type, 
all struck as patterns in 1876, in addition 
to two new obverse dies for the gold 
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double eagle. For some reason, none of 
these pieces were known to the 
numismatic fraternity as late as 1886. It is 
quite probable that Snowden was 
holding the entire output in his own 
collection for later dispersal for profit. 
#192 to 208 — these are all half dollar 
patterns, all 1877. Newlin prefaces his 
marginal comments on the section with 
the comment " Buy all these to Lot 20 9. 
None in Cabinet [by which he means the 
Mint Cabinet] & unique set, 77 pieces ." 
Rather than run through several pages 
of text from the catalogue, I will simply 
give the Judd numbers of the pieces in 
the group for those we still have (Garrett 
traded off some in later transactions): 
#192 - J.1503, #193 - J.1506, #194 - J.1504, 
#195 - J.1533, #196 - J.1513, #198 - J.1517, 
#200 - J .1 521 , #201 - J.1523, #202 - J.1535, 
#203 - J.1509, #204 - J.1524, #205 - J.1524, 
#205 - J.1530, #206 - J.1537, #207 - J.1511, 
#208 - J.1541. 

#210, 1877 Dollar. Obv., head of Liberty 
to left, the hair tied with a double 
ribbon. An ornamental band encircles 
the coronet, upon which is the word 
Liberty in raised letters. Above the head 
the motto, IN GOD WE TRUST. To the 
right, six stars; to the left, seven. In Ex., 
1877. Rev., UNITED STATES. *E 
PLURIBUS UNUM* 1 DOLLAR within an 
open wreath, composed of ears of corn, 
beads of wheat, cotton leaves, and bolls, 
tied at the base with a ribbon arranged in 
two bows. Brilliant proof. Copper. The 
only specimen known of this interesting 
pattern (PLATE.) “Buy, very important/' 
— This pattern, J.1542, although not as 
rare as was believed in 1886 — the hand 
of Snowden again? — is still R.7 today, 
and is one of the few proposals for raised 
letters for Liberty on the coronet type. 
#211, 1877 Dollar. Obv., head of Liberty 
to left. The hair is brushed smoothly 
back from the coronet, and tied with a 
long single ribbon which hangs down 
behind; below which, it extends about 
the neck in a wavy manner. Upon the 
coronet, LIBERTY, in raised letters. 
Above the head, IN GOD WE TRUST. To 
the right, six stars; to the left, seven. In 
Ex., 1877. Rev., same as last. Copper. 
Brilliant proof. But two specimens 
known , the other being also in copper. 


but silver plated. (PLATE.) “Buy++, im- 
portant." — This pattern, J .1 544, does 
exist only in copper as far as is known. 
Today it rates R.7, respectably rare but 
not to the degree believed in 1886, 
probably for the same reason. 

#212, 1878 Goloid Dollar. Rev., wreath 
instead of stars, and different lettering. 
Copper. Brilliant proof. First ever 
offered and of great rarity. (PLATE.) “Buy 
this to complete your set ." — Recall that 
Newlin had previously sold Garrett 
some of the Goloid pieces; this seems to 
have been the one he could not get until 
the Maris Sale. This, J.1562, is only R.6 
today. Even if we assume Snowden was 
holding large numbers of patterns, it is 
doubtful that he could have monopoliz- 
ed the whole of an R.6 output without 
alerting someone. The presence of 
either a second hand — possibly 
Bosbyshell, since 1878 falls within his 
term of office — or major restriking at a 
later date seems indicated. 

#214, 1878 Dollar. Barber's design. Rev., 
no stars. Copper. Brilliant proof. The 
only one known. (PLATE.) “Buy+." — 
This must be J.1555, only R.6 today for 
the same reasons as prevailed above. 
#215, 1878 Dollar, Morgan's design. Rev., 
Barber's design. Copper. Brilliant proof. 
The only one known. “Buy ++." — This is 
J.1565, and really comes close to the 
rarity rank it held in 1886: today it is still 
R.8. 

#218-229. These lots comprised a set of 
Stellas, Goloids, and Metrics for 1879 
and 1880, consisting of both Barber's and 
Morgan's designs for the three 
denominations for each year, all struck 
in aluminum. These constitute the only 
pattern dies prepared in 1880, and are in 
all cases rarest in aluminum, all carrying 
R.8 ranking today. The set as such was 
believed unique by both Maris and 
Newlin, and may well still be so today. 
The Judd numbers, in the order of the 
sale catalogue, are: 1637, 1629, 1620, 
1640, 1633, 1624, 1662, 1656, 1650, 1659, 
1653, and 1647. 

#230, 1879 Goloid Twenty Dollar in gold. 
Beautiful proof in gold, described by 
Haseltine in his Type Table sale, where it 
was offered at a limit of $300 [which it did 
not reach.]. But three known, and oneof 
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the most valuable coins in the sale. 
(PLATE.) "Buy this++++.” — From other 
sources we know that the other two 
known in 1886 were both in the Mint 
collection, so this piece was regarded at 
the time as unique for collectors. It 
seems today that there may be one or 
two more in existence, and that the two 
in the Mint were extracted in some 
manner — maybe by Idler — between 
1886 and 1890. This particular specimen 
of J.1643 had started out in the collection 
of W.W. Hubbell of the Mint; thence to 
Haseltine's Type Table sale in 1881 
#1490; then the Hebbeard Collection 
sale in 1883, #458, in which Garrett lost 
out to Maris in the bidding; finally from 
this lot in the Maris sale to Garrett; there 
is some reason to suspect that Garrett 
also bid on it in the Haseltine sale. 



#238-254. This was a set of nickel patterns 
of 1881 through 1884, including 5<t, 3<t, 
and 1<t patterns. Judd numbers are: 
J.1671, 1668, 1665, 1680, 1675, 1684, 1677, 
1690, 1687, 1693, 1708, 1710, 1704, 1717, 
[1714], 1724, 1721. The bracketed piece 
was apparently traded off by Garrett 
later. Newlin commented: " Buy from 
238 to 254 , complete set." 

#262, 1879 Grant medal. Obv., head left. 
ULYSSES S. GRANT on band, etc. Brass 
composition. Unique. (PLATE.) "Buy." 
The cataloguer comments: "The above 
medals were designed and struck by the 
United States Mint, and the rarest Grant 
medals ever offered.” 

#270, 1795 cent. The so-called "Jefferson 
Head Cent .” Very fine. Randall's Jeffer- 
son Head, brought $145 at a New York 
auction sale some years ago. It was 
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recognized as the finest known to 
collectors. This and one other are in 
about equal condition, and are the next 
best I have ever seen. I believe this is the 
second best ever offered at auction in 
this country. (PLATE.) " Buy this ." 

#314, 1785 Nova Constellatio. Same 
reverse as last. [Immunis Columbia.] 
Obv., NOVA CONSTELATIO, with blunt 
rays separating thirteen stars, and 
supplementary rays proceeding from 
and surrounding an eye in the center. 
This combination is not in Crosby, and, 
as far as I know, exists in only one other 
collection. This other piece brought 
$100 in a sale. (PLATE.) " Buy this , most 
important ." 

#321,1785 Confederatio copper. A circle 
of thirteen stars upon a central field 
within a glory of rays. Rev., an Indian 
standing, holding a bow and arrow, 
beside an altar, with his foot upon a 
crown. Legend, “Inimica Tyrannis 
Americana/' (See Crosby, page 316, cut 
56.) Only four known. Brought $140 in 
the Bushnell sale. This is finer than 
Bushnell's. (PLATE.) " Buy th/s+++, most 
important " — More specimens are 

known today, enough to bring the rarity 
down to the lower end of R.7, but it is 
still a rare piece. 

#338, Franklin cent in silver. Obv., sun 
dial, without legend or date. Rev., thir- 
teen rings interlinked with the names of 
the original states in them, surround the 
border. In the center an eye, encircled 
with a ring inscribed “American Con- 
gress"; from the outer border of this 
ring, rays are represented as far as the 
outer rings. Silver. Uncirculated. Almost 
proof. Crosby mentions this coin as 
belonging to C.l. Bushnell, but as there 
was no such piece in the Bushnell 
Catalogue, the presumption is that this is 
the coin that Bushnell mentioned to 
Crosby. It, at that time, belonged to a 
personal friend of C.I.B. Probably uni- 
que. Very interesting, beautiful and 
valuable. (PLATE.) "Buy this , most 
important." —This piece, of the type 
known as Newman 101-BB, was a 19th 
century forgery, or imitation, struck in 
silver. Today only two are known. 
#350-500, New Jerseys, including two of 
the Newbie, or St. Patrick, pieces, some 


mules, and some electrotypes. This is the 
collection of New Jersey cents formed 
by Dr. Maris which comprised the core 
of his book on the subject. His number- 
ing system, with a few additions and 
modifications, is still the basic reference 
system for these pieces today. This 
group of lots included many of the plate 
coins from his book, since he naturally 
used his own coins for illustration 
whenever possible. Duplicates have 
been disposed of and individual pieces 
upgraded during the subsequent ninety 
years, but the core of our present group 
is this acquisition of 151 pieces from the 
Maris sale. 

As an interesting sidelight on affairs 
herein considered, we should mention 
that although it is fairly obvious that

Garrett did not have all the details of the 
relationship between Newlin and Maris, 
and quite probable that Maris did not 
know of the precise relation between 
Garrett and Newlin, yet it is also quite 
true that Newlin did not know the 
nature of the relations between Garrett 
and Maris. We cite here one letter 
outside the Newlin correspondence 
because of its extreme relevance to the 
discussion in hand: " Phi la , 2/28/86. T. 
Harrison Garrett , Baltimore , Md. Confi- 
dential. I have decided to offer at private 
sale my celebrated collection of the 
coins of New Jersey. It comprises all the 
pieces described in my work published 
in 1881 , excepting 8 [penciled addition 
in same hand: all unique pieces] — 
seven of the latter number being 
represented by electrotypes. A number 
of the pieces are unique & many of them 
are the finest specimens known. For 
instance a pair of the Mark Newbies, 
quite uncirculated; Running horse on 
the reverse after the legend ; punc- 
tuations with quatrefoil before & after 
legend; and many others that should be 
examined to be appreciated. I want 
$1000 for the entire collection; one of 
my finest books will also accompany it. 

I also have a silver Fugio, with the 
names of the states in the rings, in almost 
proof condition. Crosby mentions it as 
being unique & in the collection of C.l. 
Bushnell. When the B. collection was 
offered for sale this piece was not found 


in it. I suspect Bushnell never owned 
one, but knew of this which was the 
property of a friend of his. [Randall, 
from Newlin's letters.] If this is correct 
my piece is unique and very interesting. 
I want $500 for it. 

Nobody but my wife knows of my 
design to sell the foregoing. Hence I 
request this may be strictly confidential. 
If T.H.G. could name a time to inspect 
the pieces, I should take pleasure in 
showing them. Very respectfully, E. 
Maris." Garrett knew of the forthcom- 
ing Maris sale — though not its precise 
details as to date and auctioneer — more 
than two months before Newlin learned 
of it, and it seems clear that Newlin 
never found out that Maris had made 
the offer, even though Garrett obviously 
turned it down as too expensive. (And 
he was right for he got the New Jerseys 
for $551 and the Fugio for $201 at the 
auction.) 

Garrett's interest in numismatics 
seems to have waned somewhat after 
the Maris sale, and indeed even before 
it. As discussed above, he may not have 
been aroused much by the lesser collec- 
tions being offered for sale during the 
period after 1885, except for the Maris 
Collection, since he had about 
everything he wanted in Colonial, 
pattern, and regular issues, including a 
full set with many varieties of the Frac- 
tional Currency, a fine set of Con- 
federate issues, and even a nice run of 
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many hundreds of pieces in the obsolete 
bank notes. His foreign and ancient 

► collections were the primary areas left 
for activity, and the Massamore sales 
described above indicate that he was 
cutting down in those fields, probably 
figuring that one simply could not 
collect everything. (His son, John Work 
Garrett, was to make a valiant attempt to 
do precisely that in the next generation, 
starting his career as a numismatist from 
the sound basic collection laid down by 
his father.) Perhaps Garrett was slightly 
upset by the rumors and difficulties 
surrounding Newlin's connections with 
Maris: his passion for secrecy kept his 
collection virtually unknown to the 
numismatic world outside of the select 
group of dealers with whom he had 

► relations. Yet Newlin seems, from our 
surviving correspondence files, to have 
been his one extensive non-dealer con- 

; tact with the numismatic world during 

his entire collecting life. Bear in mind 
that at the swansong of their association, 
the Maris Sale, which consisted of 501 
lots, Garrett alone bought, through 
Newlin ; s service as agent, a total of 216! 

j But by the time the Maris sale was 

over, Newlin had about exhausted his

utility in approaching and handling new 
collections for Garrett. With the Randall, 
Jenks, and Maris collections gone from 
Philadelphia, his primary remaining 
contact was the Davis collection, which 
was not sold until 1890, two years after 
Garrett's death. Other than that, there 
was little left in Philadelphia other than 
the Chapmans, and, as we have seen, 
Newlin had as little as possible to do with 
them. Garrett moved on to greener 
pastures from his relationship with 
Newlin, a relationship which although it 
played out in the end, nevertheless 
produced some of the most powerful 
numismatic activity of the day. 


Sale of Significant Sections of the Garrett Collection 


While this article on Garrett and 
Newlin was in the hands of the editor, 
but before any part of it was published. 


The Johns Hopkins University decided 
to sell at public auction, through Stack's 
Galleries in New York, an extensive 
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selection of American coins, both 
regular issues and patterns. As some of 
the pieces in the sale were acquired 
from Newlin, or through his agency, it 
was felt fitting to include here a brief 
note concerning this sale and its effect 
upon the scope and nature of the Gar- 
rett Collection. 

For practical purposes, a scant handful 
of the pieces involved in the sale are 
duplicates in the sense in which that 
term is usually used: lower-grade 
specimens of die or date matches with 
other coins in the same collection. On 
the contrary, many are of the highest 
rarity, and some may be considered 
unique either in terms of die com- 
binations or in terms of condition. The 
aim of the selection process, as I under- 
stand it,was to reduce the post-1834 U.S. 
holdings to a type set (with some extra 
pieces), choosing to keep the more 
common dates when possible and sell- 
ing the rarities. This may, for example, 
be illustrated by the inclusion in the sale 
of gold proof sets from 1875, 1883, 1884, 
1887, etc. 

For study of U.S. coinage, especially 
proof issues, after 1834, the collection is 
now of little value. Prior to that date it 
remains of the greatest value, and of 
course it is in precisely that earlier 
period that collections most need to be 
preserved for study since the coinage is 
so much more varied in die cutting and 
varieties. 

In the upcoming sale (scheduled for 
March 12 & 13, 1976) we find a large 
number of pieces mentioned in this 
article. Most of the pedigree informa- 
tion in the hands of Stack's, if not all of it, 
resulted from research carried out at 
The Johns Hopkins University by the two 
successive Curators of Numismatics 
there, Dr. Sarah E. Freeman until 1972 
and Carl Carlson since that time. The 
following list is in increasing order of

I would like to begin this article by expressing one distinct and personal 
opinion which will probably bring a certain amount of disagreement from 
collectors of U.S. coins, but at the same time hopefully initiate a thought 
provoking acceptance from those who are willing to accept historical fact. 


This opinion is merely that all U. S. 
coins minted for the Philippines from 
1903 up to and including 1945 are, in all 
practicality, part of the total U. S. collec- 
tion. The lack of acceptance for this 
reasoning is basically because 
arguments supporting this stand have 
been ignored or misunderstood by the 
majority of our U. S. collectors over the 
years. 

This has been caused partly by the 


numismatic media, partly by dealers, 
and partly by U. S. collectors themselves 
who hesitate to enter what they consider 
sincerely to be a foreign field. Yet of the 
coins that encompass this period, their 
main design and purpose was to 
recognize U. S. sovereignty over the 
Islands, while at the same time retaining 
certain aspects of local Philippine 
culture. 

The odd thing about the whole situa- 
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tion for me is that having discussed this 
with various types of collectors for many 
years, I have yet to find one who on a 
person-to-person basis has firm and 
sensible convictions to the contrary. 
However, there has never been a 
vigorous attempt, particularly in the 
foreign field, to convince the vast 
numismatic community that indeed this 
was so. U.S. — Philippine coinage has 
always remained a small overlooked 
speciality, perhaps presenting too much 
additional effort, challenge and expense 
to U.S. collectors. 

There is no intent here to distract 
collectors from any firm beliefs, but 
there is hope that a certain amount of 
enlightenment will result from this arti- 
cle. The evidence presented here is 
simple and certainly visual; it is all basic 
fact and not just personal opinion. 
Recognition of this area of Philippine 
coinage is long overdue. 

U.S, Role in Philippine Coinage 

History records the fact that the 
Philippine Islands came under the full 
influence of the United States in 1898. At 
this point in time serious consideration 
was given the idea of allowing U. S. 
coinage to circulate in the Islands. In fact 
a considerable amount did enter the 
area for use by the American forces 
there, and this was actually used on the 
local market. U.S. coinage, along with 
Spanish, Mexican and South American 
coins, was the only medium of exchange 
through 1902. 

On July 1, 1902 a bill to establish a 
standard of value and to provide for a 
coinage system in the Philippine Islands 
was passed by the U. S. Congress. This 
Act introduced the silver peso as the unit 
to be coined, along with 50, 20, 10, 5, 1 
and 1/2 centavo pieces. The content, 
weight and fineness was established and 
designs were immediately prepared 
along with specimens. It should be 
noted and stressed at this point that on 
the reverse design of each coin were the 
words United States of America im- 
printed clearly and in large letters. This 
was based on the Act of March 2, 1903 
which stated, “and such devises and 


inscriptions shall express the sovereign- 
ty of the United States/' 1 

All the dies for this new coinage were 
made at the Philadelphia Mint, and from 
1903 to 1908 the coins were struck at the 
Philadelphia and San Francisco Mints. 
All regular issue coins from 1909 to 1919, 
including a one centavo piece in 1920, 
were produced at San Francisco. 

The Manila Mint 

On July 15, 1920 a Branch Mint was 
established in Manila to undertake 
future production of these U.S. — Philip- 
pine coins and to provide for expedien- 
cy and economy. This again is another 
forgotten aspect of the history behind 
Philippine coinage. If you were to check 
the Library of Congress, you would find 
just one brief article on this subject 
hidden in the mass of material on U. S. 
Mints. Both the Library and the Depart- 
ment of Treasury, however, contain cor- 
respondence and data concerning 
Philippine coinage which is available to 
the collector. Although unrecognized 
among all current and accepted listings 
of Mint locations, it was truly a colonial 
Branch U. S. Mint, producing U. S. 
coinage for the Philippines. 

Even though it was not officially open- 
ed until 1920, the authorization for such 
a mint to produce Philippine Islands 
coinage was included in the Act of 1903. 2 
In August, 1918the Governor General of 
the Philippines sent the Treasurer of the 
Philippine Islands, Dr. Albert P. Fitzsim- 
mons to the United States “...in the 
interest of the establishment of a 
government mint in the Philippine 
Islands." During this trip Fitzsimmons 
was directed to examine “into the 
organization, installing of machinery, 
and the operation of the United States 
Mints at San Francisco, Denver and 
Philadelphia." 3 

He discovered that, owing to war 
conditions, the machinery needed 
could not be obtained. However, the 
PhiladelphiaMintdid havea large partof 
the machinery in stock and was willing 
to manufacture the balance under the 
supervision of Clifford Hewitt, then the 
Chief Engineer and metallurgist. As a

result of this investigation, he placed an 
order with the Philadelphia Mint for all 
the machinery needed "for the es- 
tablishment of a Mint in the Philippine 
Islands/' 4 In June, 1919 the new equip- 
ment was assembled, tested and finally 
shipped, arriving in Manila in 
November. Hewitt also went to Manila 
and supervised the original installation. 
Fitzsimmons ultimately was appointed 
the first Director of the Mint. 

To commemorate the formal opening 
of the Manila Mint the first one centavo 
piece was coined by Governor General 
Harrison. Speaker Osmena of the Philip- 
pine House of Representatives struck 
the Mint's first medal which was design- 
ed by Clifford Hewitt and is today 


known as the "so-called" Wilson dollar, 
a rare medal in both bronze and silver. 

From 1920 through 1941 all the coins 
for the Islands were coined in the Manila 
Mint. For most of this period the Mint 
averaged a daily output of about 48,000 
coins. During the period 1925-1941 all 
U.S. — Philippine coins bore the mint- 
mark M, thus identifying it as a recogniz- 
ed U. S. Mint. 

War and Independence 

If you were to read the reports of the 
U. S. High Commissioner to the Philip- 
pines, you would find the story behind 
the efforts of American forces in 1941-42 
to secure the more valuable pieces of 
gold, silver pesos and paper money to 
prevent their falling into the hands of 
the Japanese Army. The value and 
stability of this money was based on the 
fact that it was recognized even then as 
an arm of U. S. coin and currency. 

During the Liberation of the Islands in 
1944 and again in 1945 mainland Mints 
resumed manufacture of this coinage. 
This responsibility ended with the ad- 
vent of independence for the Republic 
of the Philippines on July 4, 1946. There 
is a record of a 1946 issue of coins 
produced at both the Denver and San 
Francisco Mints, but since they were 
never circulated by the new govern- 
ment, it is very probable that all of that 
production was melted down. 

During the bombing of Manila in 
December 1941 direct hits were scored 
on the Mint which was housed in the 
Treasury building. Several weeks later 
when the Japanese Army entered the 
city, it became the first building to be 
occupied, and 20,425,170 pesos in paper 
money but only a few minor coins fell 
into their hands. The gold and silver 
pesos, along with all Commemorative 
issues and some paper money were 
transported to Corregidor Island. Prior 
to the fall of Corregidor in May 1942 the 
gold was evacuated by submarine, the 
paper money burned, and the silver 
pesos, consisting of exactly 16,486,490 
pesos, were crated and shipped by 
barges to a point about 2 1/2 miles from 
Corregidor near southern edge of the 
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mouth of Manila Bay, a short distance 
from where it enters into the China Sea. 
There at night they were dumped 17 
fathoms deep to avoid falling into 
Japanese hands. 

During the ensuing years the Japanese 
retrieved about 4,000,000 of these, using 
divers who had been imprisoned in the 
Manila area. For several years after the 
war, first the U. S. Navy, and then the 
Philippine government under contract 
continued the salvage operation and 
managed to locate a little over 8,000,000 
coins. Independent diving and un- 
authorized persons accounted for 
perhaps one or two million more, so that 
the present hoard at the bottom of 
Manila Bay should not be much over 
two million coins, if that much. Most of 
the recovered coins show some signs of 
sea corrosion, since most were only 
500/1000 fineness. 5 To accumulate a 
complete set of U. S. -Philippine coinage 
today, free of corrosion, is certainly a 
challenge but far from impossible. 
Filipinos made a concerted effort to 
hoard their coins during the war, and 
extremely fine specimens are available 
to the interested and dedicated collec- 
tor. However, many fine collections did 
disappear during the Battle of Manila in 
1945. 

Conclusion 

There are several very authoritative 
books and articles on this subject cover- 
ing all aspects of the coinage period. 
These include detailed listings, along 
with descriptions of rarities, varieties. 


and the various fringe mintages, such as 
the Culion Leper Colony coinage, the 
Japanese occupation metals, etc. For 
those who would be interested in ad- 
ditional research into this field, I would 
highly recommend the writings of the 
following: P. I. Dejesus, Gilberts. Perez, 
Robert H. Lloyd, Aldo P. Basso, Lyman L. 
Allen and Neil Shafer. 

Most of these writings are recognized 
in the Philippines today and among 
Philippine collectors in the United States 
as being the outstanding authorities on 
the subject. I would like to mention, 
however, Neil Shafer's scholarly presen- 
tation, U.S. Territorial Coinage for the 
Philippine Islands , in order to quote his 
reflections about U.S. — Phillippine 
coinage. He calls it the ‘Most series," and 
claims it should be “a part and parcel of 
any bona fide United States collection." 6 

Coin collectors in the Philippines to- 
day usually cover the Spanish, U.S., and 
Republic issues, but always designate 
the 1903-1945 period as U.S. Their 
association of these issues with the Un- 
ited States is simple logic, since the 
issuing authority was the United States 
government, overall governing force in 
the Islands during this period. 

It can be readily assumed that this 
article will not necessarily change the 
thoughts and procedures of all those 
interested in U. S. coins. This was not the 
intent. Rather it has been an effort to 
secure recognition for the Philippine 
element in the total scope of U. S. 
collection. Perhaps this has been achiev- 
ed. 
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■ An article in the October 29 issue of 
Coin World reported and illustrated a $1 
Series 1891 Treasury note that had been 
hand-altered to a value of $10. Herewith 
is illustrated an 1860 $1 banknote of the 
United States Stock Bank, Sparta, Illinois, 
and an identical one that was raised to $3 
value. 

In comparing these two notes, you 
can see that the design below 
Washington's portrait was damaged in 
altering ONE DOLLAR to THREE 


DOLLARS. The small ONE repeated in 
the border around the note was 
obliterated without any attempt to 
replace it with THREE, as were the small 
ONE’s in the ornamental design around 
the large 1 counter in both upper cor- 
ners. The large figure 3's are distinct but 
lack any artistic merit. A syngraphist 
(paper money collector) may notice that 
both notes have a B plate position letter, 
indicating to him that something's amiss 
as a $1 and $3 notecould hardly be in the 
same position on the printing plate. The 
notes are uniface. 

Sparta is a small town in southern 
Illinois, about 40 miles southeast of East 
St. Louis. Notes are known of one other 
bank in Sparta, also bearing the same 
year date and printed by the National 
Bank Note Company. It is extraordinary 
that I acquired the $1 (genuine) note 
from a coin dealer in 1956 and the $3 
(altered) note from a collector in 1967. In 
the intervening 11 years I was not aware 
that the raised-denomination note ex- 
isted. Illinois banknotes are scarce to 
rare, so it's unlikely that another such 
pair is extant.

Early Replicas of Colonial Coinage Present Hazard 

During the American Bicentennial year interest in the coins of the colonies and the 
young nation, issued in the 1600's and 1700's, may rise to levels unknown in the past. 
Many collectors of Americana will enter the colonial coin market for the first time. 


Those who buy from dealers who 
know early American coins and deal in 
only genuine specimens will be for- 
tunate. But the demand for these pieces 
by less knowledgeable collectors will 
cause an increase in the fraudulent sale 
of replicas and counterfeits. 

Detection of the common replicas is 
usually a fairly straightforward matter for 
numismatists. The seam on the edge 
identifies many of them as forgeries. 
Several typical replicas, with porous 
surfaces and vague detail, are shown 
here. Also illustrated arethree examples 
of the "Bar" cent of the 1785 period; one 
is genuine, another is an early copy, and 
the third is a modern replica. 

While the early copies are less com- 
mon than the modern replicas, they 
present the greater hazard for collec- 
tors. Some are quite well made and have 
the appearance of genuine coins until 
compared with known genuine pieces 
under a stereo microscope. One 
counterfeit early American coin was 
detected by ANACS only after the most 
detailed non-destructive analysis of the 
metal in the core of the piece. 

Replicas of early American coins first 
appeared in the years preceding the 
Civil War. At that time the popularity of 
numismatics in the United States was 
beginning to develop, and collectors 
unable to obtain original specimens of 
scarce colonial coins were often content 
to place replicas in their collections. 

New Englander John Bolen engraved 
dies and struck colonial coin replicas in 
quantity between 1862 and 1869. His 
replicas included the 1694 Carolina 
Token, the 1737 Higley copper, the very

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scarce 1785 Confederatio coppers, the 
Bar Cent and the Clinton Cent. 

Thomas Wyatt of New York City 
copied the 1652-dated silver coins of 
Massachusetts. William Idler of 
Philadelphia, well known as the owner 
of one of the famous 1804 silver dollars, 
distributed replicas of the Lord 
Baltimore Penny and the Washington 
Half Dollar. M.W. Dickenson, also of 
Philadelphia, made copies of the 
Sommer Islands Shilling and the 1776 
Continental Dollar. Several other early 
numismatists provided copies of 
colonial coins, so even before 1900 
collectors had to be on guard when 
buying early American issues. 

Usually the makers of these copies 
distributed them as store-cards without 
fraudulent intent, but later owners oc- 
casionally offered them as originals, 
either innocently or fraudulently. 

The production of copies of early 
American coins entered a new phase in 
the years following the Second World 
War. As Americans gained more leisure 
time they visited our historic shrines en 
masse, and usually sought souvenirs of 
their visits. Cast, base metal replicas of 
colonial coins were mass produced and 
offered in packets to tourists for a dollar 
or so. 

Mass-mail advertising firms noted the 
attention-drawing character of these in- 
expensive replicas, and glued them to 
the corners of their letters, or offered 
sets of replicas as a bonus for accepting 
their offers. Hundreds of thousands, or 
perhaps millions of these pieces thus 
found their way into homes throughout 
the United States. 

Today we are beginning to benefit 
from the provisions of the Hobby 
Protection Act, which requires that such 
replicas be identified by the word 
"COPY" which is to be prominently 
incused into the surface. But that two- 
year-old act offers us ho protection from

unidentified copies made in earlier 
years. Even today, most coin replicas we 
see have no obvious identifying 
markings.

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A basic description of each genuine coin submitted to ANACS appears on the 
certificate. Occasionally, due to exceptional circumstances (such as variations of 
metal content not readily visible to the eye) ANACS does provide more detailed 
attribution, but this extends beyond the scope of the service. 

Normally the description will include the nation of issue, date, mintmark, 
denomination and metal of the coin. Additional attributions are provided on occasion 
as a courtesy, or because the specific coin, in our opinion, must be further attributed 
to prevent mis-use of the certificate. 


Great Royal Seals of England 



SEAL OF FRIENDSHIP ELIZABETH I 


The royal seals of English monarchs, created from the original handcut dies engraved more 
than 300 years ago by the great court artists, will be featured in a new series of art medals to be 
struck over a two year period by the Medallic Art Company of Danbury, Connecticut. 

The company plans to create at least five groups of five seals each. The first group of royal seals 
includes: the Great Seal of EDWARD I (1272-1307), Holy Crusader and law-maker; the Great Seal 
of EDWARD II (1307-1327), first Prince of Wales; the Great Seal of HENRY VIII, designed by Hans 
Holbein the Younger; the complementary Seal of Friendship belonging to FRANCIS I of France 
(1515-1547) and attached to the 1520 Treaty to pledge perpetual peace between England and 
France; and the Second Great Seal of ELIZABETH I (1558-1603), designed by miniaturist Nickholas 
Hilliard, and used by the Queen from 1586 until her death and thereafter for eleven weeks by her 
successor James I. This group will be limited to 2000 sets worldwide, of which only 1000 will be 
available to collectors in the United States. 

Dies for the obverse of the medals in the series were created from fragile tin impressions 
pressed from the centuries-old royal dies and reflect every detail, including those that have been 
worn slightly over the passage of up to 700 years. The reverse design of all the seals in the series 
will feature the name of the monarch and a stylized British crown with two fleur-de-lis. 

Created by Medallic Art in conjunction with its Canadian affiliate, Cor-well Good-win Ltd. of 
Toronto, the medals will be 1 1/2 in. in diameter, .999 fine silver, hallmarked, individually 
numbered, and displayed in a deluxe jeweler's presentation case. They will be available at $25 
each, plus $1 for insurance and postage, or at $112.50 per set, including insurance and postage.

Mark Hotz of Pikesville, Maryland, is Number Fourteen to join that exclusive junior 
club whose members have earned four Roman coins. Does that word "exclusive" 
scare you? Don't let it. It is exclusive simply because there are presently only fourteen 
members. Actually, there ought to be at least one hundred members. Every one of you 
ANA juniors are fully capable of earning four Roman coins and automatically 
becoming a member of this fine club. 


How do you earn Roman coins? You 
simply do those things in numismatics 
which you ordinarily do anyway, such as 
exhibit your coins, bring a program to 
any group, write something about coins 
and have it published in any periodical 
(including your own club bulletin or 
school newspaper), hold office in a coin 
club (including your school club), work 
on a coin show, earn a youth badge in 
coin collecting, or complete the Young 
Numismatist Correspondance Course. 
Of course there are ground rules. Write

Request Form. Do it today and then 
follow through. 

Mark had already earned three 
Roman coins before completing the 
YNCC. For this last accomplishment he 
received a silver Antoninianus of 
Postumus, 259-268 A.D., identified in 
Sears Roman Coins as No. 3021. It has a 
COS II which means that it was struck 
during the second consulship of 
Postumus. Reference to a Roman history 
book shows that this was in the year 260 
A. D. Thus Mark can neatly date the exact 
year that his fourth coin was minted. 
Incidentally you may recall that Mark 
was named the Outstanding Young 
Numismatist of the American 
Numismatic Association for 1975 but let 
me quickly add that Mark's winning this 
high honor had absolutely nothing to do 
with his earning four Roman coins. You, 
too, can earn Roman coins by merely 
plugging away at your favorite hobby. 

Michael Stein, 13, of Monroeville, 
Penna. earned a Constantine I (307-337), 
and a Gratian (367-383) for telling his 
club about Twentieth Century Type 
Coins and for earning a Boy Scout merit 


badge in coin collecting. 

Briggs Bralliar, 15, Offutt AFB, Neb., 
borrowed an ANA slide set on Com- 
memorative Half Dollars and showed 
the slides to his coin club. Briggs 
describes the venture as "a complete 
success.'' Briggs earned an AE 3 of 
Constantine II (337-340) for this 
pleasurable bit of work. Hundreds of 
you other juniors who may be puzzled 
as to how to entertain one's club and 
earn a Roman coin in the bargain can do 
as Briggs has done. Write ANA for a set 
of slides of your favorite topic and you 
be program speaker for the evening. 
Furthermore, most clubs will reimburse 
juniors for the modest transportation 
costs both ways. Earning Roman coins is 
fun and educational for the doer and 
brings pleasing benefits to many others. 

Now let's list a few more Roman coin 
earners: Mark Sherer, 13, South Bend, 
Ind., a Constantine I (303-337) and a 
Constantine II (337-340); Tom A. On- 
drejko, 14, Washington, Penna., a 
Valentinian I (364-375), his third Roman 
coin; Paul Talbot, 16, Elkton, Va., a 
Cirspus (317-326), a Constantine I (307- 
337), and a Theodosius I (379-395); Lee S. 
Minshull, 16, Ann Arbor> Mich., also a 
three coin earner, a Constantine I (307- 
337), a Valentinian I (375-392), and an 
Honorius (393-423); David Milrod, 12, 
Coram, New York, a Constantine I (307- 
337); Don Van Creveld, 16,Belmont, 
Calif., also a Constantine the Great (307- 
337); and Jim Personius, 14, Buffalo 
Grove, III., a Constantine II (337-340).

FEATURING FAKES 


Why do the regulations of the Federal Trade Commission's Hobby Protection Act 
specify "An imitation numismatic item shall be incused with the word COPY in sans- 
serif capital letters having a vertical dimension of not less than 2 mm and a minimum 
depth of three-tenths of one millimeter the minimum total horizontal dimension of 
the word COPY shall be 6 mm. COPY shall be marked upon the item legibly, 
conspicuously, nondeceptively.” 

At the top of these two pages you'll see why. 

These are recently manufactured counterfeit Swiss 0.900 fine silver pieces which do 
hot meet FTC requirements. Near the bottom of each of these two fakes is the date the 
pieces are reproduced, but the numerals and letters are raised, not incused, and only a 
scant 1 mm vertically instead of 2 mm. There's also, near the bottom, an incused 
commercial marking, but only one-tenth millimeter deep, 1 mm vertically. Any

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engraver can remove both the raised and the shallow incused letters, buff the coin, 
and there's no warning that the thing is a recent copy. 

By the way, if s illegal to import these non-conforming pieces into the U.S.A. Don't 
risk the bad publicity you'll get if U.S. Customs catches you! 

In my December 1975 article, page 2686, 1 reported on a sharpie trading one of those 
"advertising gimmick" copper-plated zinc or lead fake 1787 New York pieces for 
genuine U.S.A. coins. Now I've received another note from an intended victim who 
was offered a fake from this same sharpie. The note reads: 

"Trade the enclosed coin for 6 BU Merc dimes. The 1787 New York Indian arms cent 
is listed page 25 of the Yeoman Red Book." 

That, I'd say, is a clear-cut case of use of the mails with intent to defraud! 

At the bottom of this page is a genuine U.S.A. 1875 $2.50 gold piece in beautiful 
condition, almost uncirculated and proof-like. This coin has been stolen. 

Not only will the owner pay a reward for recovery of the coin, but ANA will pay a 
substantial reward for information leading to the arrest and conviction of the thief. If 
the coin is offered to you, note the description of the person offering the coin, ask to 
see his driver's license, note name, address, state, and number. And, if possible, sneak 
a look at his car's license plate. Immediately phone (202) 523-2592, ask for the Postal 
Inspector in Charge, give him all the details. 

Time will be precious, so phone at once!

Ever wonder what becomes of your ragged, torn, or repaired banknotes? Curious as 
to why bank tellers, when counting currency, separate it into two piles? The answer 
obsolete and unusable currency notes are withdrawn from circulation and 
ultimately burned. It was not always this way, however, as a recent donation from 


Norman and Bill Pullen illustrates. 

In the old days — and no one seems to 
know just when the old days began or 
ended — worn out banknotes, when 
withdrawn from circulation, were 
returned to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in Washington, D.C. Chopped 
into fine pieces, the obsolete and non- 
usable currency was then partially 
decomposed by mixing it with a liquid 
acid. Some enterprising soul at an un- 
known time decided that rather than 
disposing of the liquid pulp at the dump, 
it could be molded into various shapes 
much like papier-mache. These items 
became souvenirs which were hawked 
at the entrance of the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing by such firms as the 
National Currency Souvenir Company. 
It is unknown just what prices were 
charged for the various pieces, which 
appear in three basic forms: postcards, 
plaques, or free standing, upright ob- 
jects. To each souvenir was attached a 


small label which estimated the value of 
the notes contained therein. However 
interesting and enticing the attributed 
values are, their accuracy isquestionable 
as no records were kept of the various 
denominations macerated and made 
into the various shapes. 

Nine items comprise the recent dona- 
tion, and all are different. Each seems to 
have a special appeal to those who have 
seen them: there is a crude pitcher 
(estimated contents $3,000), a model of 
the Capitol ($1,000), a bas-relief plaque 
of the Capitol beneath our flag ($8,000), 
and a replica of the Washington Monu- 
ment ($6,000). Other items which have 
aroused considerable interest are an 
eagle in flight fittingly draped with red, 
white, and blue ribbon ($4,000), a seated 
dog reminiscent of early RCA Victor 
advertisements ($5,000), and two shoes 
of differing styles, one estimated at 
$5,000 and the other at an astonishing 
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$25,000. Perhaps the finest workmanship 
is seen in the 100 mm. plaque bearing a 
likeness of George Washington and the 
legend FIRST IN WAR, FIRST IN PEACE, 
AND FIRST IN THE HEARTS OF HIS 
COUNTRYMEN. Here, too, are clearly 
seen, better than in most examples of 
this material, actual pieces of the ob- 
solete currency from which they were 
made. 

While a number of collectors are 
known to be interested in this material, 
there is a scarcity of authoritative infor- 
mation concerning it. Perhaps the best 
article on the subject published so far is 
that by Hank Spangenberger in the 
September, 1969 issue of The 
Numismatic Scrapbook magazine. Let us 
hope there are others who will add their 
knowledge as well as specimens to this 
significant and fascinating Pullen dona- 
tion, for which we are all grateful. 



Perhaps this month's column should 
have been entitled “What Is It?"; for a 
friend in London, Richard Lobel, has 
sent a curious woodcut purportedly 
used in the printing of an early piece of 
scrip or “good for." The piece may be of 
Pennsylvania origin but is undated, un- 
signed, and gives no other information 
beyond the fact that the bearer of the 
note is entitled to 6 1/4 cents at 
somebody's shop. The left and right 
hand margins are filled with curious 
symbols. Can anyone enlighten us as to 
the origin, maker, and use of such a 
block, or whether authentic notes exist 
which may have been printed from this 
block? 

From London have come other recent 
donations, and we recognize at this time 
the very generous check sent by Richard 
Lubbock of Lubbock's Coin to sponsor a 
case in the museum. Mr. Lubbock's 
name, as well as that of Jack H. Beymer, 
has been added to our growing honor 
roll. 

Several donors of cases have already 
visited your museum, and we hope that 
all will visit us in the near future. Recent- 
ly, however, we had the good fortune of 
being visited by representatives of the 
New England Numismatic Association, 
who came in part to see the case which 
NENA is generously providing on the

The Fugio cents were the first coins authorized and issued by the government of the 
United States for general public use. Because there was not yet a government mint 
established, these coins were privately minted by direction of the Board of Treasury. 
James Jarvis was commissioned to be the private coiner and was to provide a 15% 
profit to be used to reduce the domestic debt. There is evidence that they were 
minted in three locations: New York, New Haven and Rupert, Vermont. 

There are no accurate records as to the designer, however they are believed to be 
the work of Benjamin Franklin and are often referred to as the Franklin cent. Although 
there are several varieties, the basic obverse design shows a sun and sun dial with the 
word “Fugio” flies (suggesting the classic phrase of Time Flies), along with the phrase 
“Mind Your Business” and the date “1787.” The reverse has a circle of thirteen links in 
a chain, representing the thirteen original colonies, with the words “We are One” and 
“United States” appearing in the center.

Inexpensive Cultural Attractions Abound

New York, site of the 85th anniversary convention of the American Numismatic 
Association this coming August 24-29, has the reputation of being an "expensive" 
town. Nonetheless, there are at least 101 things that any visitor can do in New York for 
under $2 — not counting the cost of transportation. 


Since the Americana Hotel conven- 
tion site is located in midtown Manhat- 
tan at Seventh Avenue and 52nd Street, 
most of the places to see and many of the 
things to do are either within walking 
distance, or are just a subway stop away. 
The underground subway is just a few 
blocks from the Americana doorstep; 
the cost is just 50 cents. 

Cabs are more expensive, but are 
plentiful. Buses are also readily available 
on the nearby arteries of 50th street 
(going east), 49th street (going west). 
Avenue of the Americas (6th Avenue, 
going uptown), and Seventh Avenue 
(going downtown). 

What follows is the beginning of a list 
that will be continued in coming issues 
of The Numismatist listing things to do in 
New York for under $2. (Some slightly 
higher priced tours, and the like will also 
be mentioned for reader convenience.) 

The United Nations. First Avenue at 
East 46th Street. Admission to meetings 
in session, free. Tickets on a first-come, 
first served basis. Gift shop containing 
handicrafts of all nations, U.N. postal 
service, and an occasional numismatic 
exhibit. An hour-long tour: $2 (students 
75 cents). To get there: Take the 50th 


street cross-town bus going east to First 
Avenue, walk down three blocks to the 
Visitor's Entrance. 

Rockefeller Center. Fifth Avenue at 
50th Street. Across the street from St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral (admission free), and 
Saks Fifth Avenue, a clothing store(ad- 
mission free, but thereafter, watch out). 
This 24 acre site contains the NBCTelevi- 
sion studios (tour costs $2.20), Radio City 
Music Hall, and the RCA Building, com- 
plete with an observation roof. A tour of 
the music hall which goes backstage 
costs $2.15, but it also includes admission 
to the observation roof of the RCA 
building. Children under 11 go for just 
$1.35. The observation roof alone: $1.50 
(85 cents for young numismatists under 
11). To get there: Walk east one block to 
Sixth Avenue (Rockefeller Center takes 
up the entire cross-town block between 
5th & 6th Avenue). 

Statue of Liberty. Monument to the 
immigrants who made the United States 
the great nation it is today, depicted on 
the national bicentennial medal, the 
statue is located in the middle of New 
York harbor. Admission is free, but the 
boat ride costs $1.25 for adults, 50 cents 
for children 11 years of age and younger. 
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The subway ride down to South Ferry is 
about 20 minutes long, the boat ride 
over to Bedloe Island is another 20 
minutes, and then there are 12 stories 
worth of stairs to the top. If you just want 
to see the Statue in the distance, for 25 
cents you can ride the Staten Island ferry 
round-trip. It passes close to the Statue, 
but does not stop. It embarks from South 
Ferry, the same subway stop used to take 
the boat out to see the Statue. A 


numismatic note: the American 
Museum of Immigration is also on the 
Island, and a number of medals com- 
memorating the Statue are on sale in the 
souvenir shop. To get there: By bus: take 
a number 6 on Seventh Avenue, going 
downtown to South Ferry. By subway: 
Take the IRT Subway (number 1 train) 
downtown, from the 50th Street & 
Broadway Station, directly to South 
Ferry (14 stops — 25 minutes). 
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Empire State Building. Fifth Avenue at 
34th Street. Second tallest building in 
New York (the World Trade Center, 
downtown, is eight stories higher). 
Observatories on the 86th and 102nd 
floors, open 9:30 a.m. to midnight. Ad- 
mission: $1.70 adults, 85 cents children. 
Bring your camera. To get there: Walk 
over two blocks east to Fifth Avenue, 
and take any bus downtown to 34th 
Street. 

Federal Hall. 15 Pine Street (down- 
town), a block from the New York Stock 
Exchange. A Sub-Treasury building 
where Washington took his first oath of 
office as President and where Congress 
first adopted the Bill of Rights. Now a 
museum (free) with many documents of 
interest to the Bicentennial buff. To 
get there: By subway, take either the IRT 
subway downtown (from the 50th Street 
& Broadway stop) to Rector street, then 
walk over one block to Nassau Street, 
passing Trinity Church and the New 
York Stock Exchange (see below for 
both), then go north one block to the 
museum. Or, take the BMT subway (49th 
St. & Avenue of the Americas station) RR 
train to Rector Street, and repeat above 
walking directions. 

Trinity Church. 74 Trinity Place. Just 
two blocks from Federal Hall, and a 
block from the N. Y. Stock Exchange, this 
is a site that has both historic and 
numismatic interest. The first Trinity 
Church was erected in 1696. It was 
rebuilt following a great fire in 1776, and 
the present church dates from 1848. 
Built of brownstone, the church steeple 
is 198 feet in height and once afforded a 
magnificent view of lower Manhattan. 
Today, of course, it is overshadowed by 
the nearby World Trade Center, Chase 
Manhattan Bank building, and other 
skyscrapers. There is a free museum in 
the Church, open daily from 7 a.m. to 5 
p.m., with exhibits varying. There is also 
a cemetery in which many "local” 
parishioners are buried. Those of 
numismatic fame include Alexander 
Hamilton and Albert Gallatin, both 
Treasury Secretaries who were active in 
coinage legislation of the early United 
States. To get there: See route to Federal 


Hall, above. On Saturdays and Sundays, 
the special "Culture Bus Loop” can be 
used to get there. 

New York Stock Exchange. Wall Street 
at Broad Street, near Trinity Church and 
Federal Hall national museum. Where 
fortunes are made and lost through 
trading of stocks and bonds. Visitors 
gallery open daily, Monday through 
Friday, 10 a.m. to 3:15 p.m. (free), guided 
tour included. The nearby American 
Stock Exchange (74 Trinity Place) also has 
a free tour, and open visitor's gallery 
from 10 a.m. to 3:30 p.m., daily. To get 
there: Same as Trinity Church and 
Federal Hall. 

The Cloisters. Fort Tryon Park. About 
190th Street. One of the favorite scenic 
spots in New York, the Cloisters appears 
to be a medieval monastery. Indeed, the 
buildings are a bit of old Europe 
transplanted to the East Cliffs of the 
Hudson River, courtesy of John D. 
Rockefeller. The museum, administered 
by the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
(donation required for admission), in- 
cludes parts of five cloisters used in 
medieval Europe, a 12th century chapter 
house, a colonnaded walk, and a 
Romanesque apse on loan from the 
Spanish government. Medieval coins 
have, on occasion, been on exhibition, 
courtesy of the American Numismatic 
Society. A nice place for a picnic lunch 
or certainly a beautiful visit some mor- 
ning. Open Tuesday through Saturday, 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m., and Sunday, from 1 
p.m. to 5 p.m. To get there: Take the IND 
Subway from the 50th Street & 8th 
Avenue stop, uptown, to 190th Street 
(Overlook Terrace). Cloisters are within 
walking distance, or connect with a 
Number 4 bus going uptown (just a few 
blocks). 

The American Numismatic Society. 

Broadway at 156th Street. Home of the 
ANS is Audubon Terrace. While a special 
tour has been arranged for ANA 
members (permitting them a rare, 
behind-the-scenes look at every aspect 
of the Society), there are those who will 
undoubtedly want to use the library, or 
view the exhibits of the Society on their 
own. Special exhibits are planned for 
this bicentennial year, and the trip up- 
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town is well worth while. (There are 
other nearby museums, too.) Admission 
to the ANS is free. To get there: Take the 
IRT subway, uptown, to 157th Street 
(Audubon Terrace), from the 50th Street 
& Broadway Station. Cross the street to 
the patio, walk up the stairs, past the 
Indian Museum and the American 
Geographic Society, to the ANS. 

Audubon Terrace Museums. Besides 
the ANS, there are several other in- 
teresting museums here at 156th Street 
and Broadway — almost enough to 
make you spend the day. The Hispanic 
Society of America, in addition to its fine 
outdoor sculpture, has outstanding 
paintings and artifacts tracing Spanish 
history from the time of the Moors to the 
present. El Greco, Velazquez and 
Picasso are represented; so are magnifi- 
cent collections of jewelry, furniture, 
and ivories. Entry is free. The American 
Geographical Society has on display (no 
admission) the largest geographical 
library in the western hemisphere, and 
several rooms of exhibits of old maps, 
globes, and other interesting and 
related items. The American Indian 
Museum is closed during August. To get 


there: Same directions as to the ANS. 
Or, take a Number 4 bus from Madison 
Avenue up to 155th Street (about an 
hour). Madison Ave. is three blocks east 
of the Americana Hotel convention site. 

Frick Collection. 1 East 70th Street. 
This huge building, a mansion once 
belonging to Henry Clay Frick, is fur- 
nished with French, English and 
Renaissance pieces along with magnifi- 
cent works of art — Renoirs, Rem- 
brandts, El Grecos, Titians, and others. 
Admission is free. Open Tuesday 
through Saturday, 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
(except during August, from 1 p.m. to 6 
p.m. on Wednesday and Sunday). 
Children under 10 not admitted; under 
16, only when accompanied by an adult. 
To get there: Walk three blocks east to 
Madison Avenue, take a Number 2A, 3, 
or 4 bus to 70th Street, walk west one 
block. To return: Walk to 5th Avenue, 
take a number 4 bus to 53rd Street, Walk 
west to the Americana. 

Jewish Museum. 1109 Fifth Avenue at 
92nd Street. Jewish ceremonial pieces, 
objects of history and art (including 
coinage). Open Monday through Thurs- 
day - 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. Friday -11 a.m. to3 
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p.m., and Sunday - 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
(closed Saturdays). Admission: $1 for 
adults, 50 cents for children under 16. To 
get there: Walk three blocks east to 
Madison Avenue,take a Number 2A,3 or 
4 bus (north) to 92nd Street, walk east to 
Fifth Avenue. To return: takeany buson 
Fifth Avenue downtown to 53rd Street, 
and walk west to the Americana. 

Metropolitan Museum of Art. Fifth 
Ave. at 82nd St. There is so much in the 
“Met/' as it is called by New Yorkers, 
that to describe portions of it only 
proves to be i naccurate. More than 5,000 
years of art and culture are on display. 
Although the Metropolitan's coin 
collection, for the most part has been 
sold, some of it has been retained for use 
with exhibits. There are more than 43 
galleries of paintings and other exhibits 


to choose from, a completely rebuilt 
Egyptian temple, and even a junior 
museum. There is a free gallery tour. 
Admission generally is “pay what you 
wish" (suggested charge is $1 .50). To get 
there: Walk to Madison Avenue (three 
blocks east of Hotel), take a Number 2A, 
3 or 4 bus to 82nd Street, walk west one 
block. To return: take any bus down 
Fifth Avenue to 53rd Street, walk two 
blocks to the Americana. 

Museum of Modern Art. 11 West 53rd 
Street. For the real art buffs, this is a trip 
well made. Admission is a steep $1.75, 
but the exhibits are well worth the while. 
Free films and other exhibitions also are 
shown, in addition to the numerous 
paintings and sculptures. To get there: 
Just a block to the east of the Americana 
on West 53rd Street.

Planning for the 1980 Census: What are your suggestions? 

The decennial census is a major national undertaking, and census data are 
widely used in many important government, private, and community programs. 
You have an important stake in the decennial census, both as a member of ANA 
and as an American citizen. 

The Census Bureau is now actively working on plans for the 1980 census and 
important decisions have to be made in the relatively near future. For example, 
the full content of the basic census questionnaire must be determined by the 
spring of 1977 so that further preparatory steps can be accomplished 
successfully. 

Although there are many constraints on the census in terms of what and how 
much information can be collected and tabulated, the Bureau believes that it is 
very important to obtain and review the recommendations of as wide a range of 
users and potential users of decennial census data as possible. The Census 
Bureau is therefore anxious to have the ideas of members of the American 
Numismatic Association.

Famous Eliasberg Collection to be Exhibited at Philadelphia 

The only complete collection of United States coins known in existance will be 
exhibited at the Philadelphia Mint early this spring, the Bureau of the Mint 
announced on January 22.

Among the more rare items in the collection are the “Stickney” silver dollar, the 
only coin of this issue that can be traced back to the U. S. Mint; the 1870 “S” three- 
dollar gold piece; and the 1873 Carson City dime without arrows.

Berk’s library shares numismatic knowledge 


Numismatic scholars in America's heartland were granted a most significant boon recently, 
when professional numismatist and antiquities dealer Harlan J. Berk of Joliet, III., formally 
opened his private numismatic library to the public. 

The library, which has been 10 years in the building, contains some 1,500 volumes, which are 
concerned in the main with ancient Greek, Roman and Byzantine numismatics, plus a large 
complement of books on related history and antiquities. 

The numismatic student also will find here a number of the basic references and many out-of- 
print volumes which relate to American numismatics. 

Also on the shelves are more than 500 auction catalogs and over 2,000 fixed price lists and 
periodicals, dating back to the 1880s. 

The list of major and specialized works to be found in this outstanding library is a formidable 
one. Authors whose works are represented range from Babylon and Cohen, through Gallatin, 
Heiss and Jongkees, to Svornos, Toynbee and Valasto. 

The availability of the Harlan J. Berk library, hopefully, will inspire many Heartland 
numismatists to “do their homework" in Joliet, rather than procrastinate about using time and 
money to use more remote facilities. 

Much, much more could be detailed about the Harlan Berk library; but we do not think that 
the dedication, generosity and refreshing philosophy of the man himself should be overlooked. 
In the midst of a national energy crisis, this scholarly professional has succeeded in increasing the 
candlepower potential of numismatic knowledge in the Midwest many times over, turning the 
flickering scholar's lamp into a virtual beacon. 

Harlan Berk has chosen to specialize in one of the most intriguing, challenging and demanding 
of all numismaticfields. Inthe library which he has accumulated are the tools which he employed 
to attain his present high level of proficiency. 

Now, he shares these tools, explaining: “The main function and reason for opening the library 
was to make it available to scholars, collectors and dealers who have research to do and do not 
have the time or finances to make use of the public numismatic libraries on the East and West 
Coasts." 

In any era, such an attitude would be worthy of commendation; at the present point in time, 
when all too much trading is done, both in and out of the hobby, on the presumption of the 
purchaser's ignorance, it is exceptional. 

We urge those persons who can profit by scholar Berk's largesse to take full advantage of it. —
